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The System of National Accounts 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
since the close of the Second World War in a series of publica- 
tions relating to their constituent parts. These have now reached a 
stage of evolution where they can be termed a “System of 
National Accounts”. For purposes of identification, all publications 
(containing tables of statistics, descriptions of conceptual 
frameworks and descriptions of sources and methods) which make 
up this System carry the term “System of National Accounts” as 
a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expenditure 
Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) 
were, historically speaking, the first set of statistics to be referred 
to with the title “National Accounts” (National Accounts, Income 
and Expenditure). The Balance of International Payments data 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 67) are also part of the System of 
National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and 
Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on goods 
and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables of the 
System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The Catalogue Nos. 
Carrying the prefix 15 also provide measures of the contribution of 
each indusiry to total Gross Domestic Product at factor cost as 
well as Productivity Measures. 


Both the Input-Output tables and the estimates of Gross 
Domestic Product by Industry use the establishment as the 
primary unit of industrial production. Measures of financial 
transactions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics and the legal 
entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. Balance 
sheets of outstanding assets and liabilities are published annually. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts can 
be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, direct 
comparisons amongst those parts which use the establishment as 
the basic unit and those which use the legal entity can be carried 
Out only at highly aggregated levels of data. However, Statistics 
Canada is continuing research on enterprise company 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be feasible to 
reclassify the data which are on one basis (say the establishment 
basis) to correspond to the units employed on another (the 
company or the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international standard 
as described in the United Nations publication: A System of 
National Accounts (Studies in Methods, Series F, No. 2 Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and Social Affairs, 
United Nations, New York, 1968). 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux ont fait |’objet depuis la fin 
de la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de publications 
portant sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu une telle 
evolution qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de “Systeme de 
comptabilite nationale”. Aux fins d’identification, toutes les 
publications qui font partie du systeme (elles contiennent des tableaux 
Statistiques, la description du cadre théorique et l’explication des 
sources et des méthodes) portent le titre général de “Systeme de 
comptabilité nationale”. 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale du Canada se divise en 
plusieurs categories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et trimestriels 
des revenus et des dépenses (paraissant dans les publications dont le 
numéro de catalogue commence par 13) ont constitue le premier 
ensemble de statistiques a 6tre connu sous le titre de “Comptes 
nationaux” (Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses). Les données 
sur la balance canadienne des paiements internationaux (numero de 
catalogue commencant par 67) font également partie du systeme de 
comptabilité nationale; elles ont méme existe avant les comptes des 
revenus et dépenses. 


Une nomenclature beaucoup plus deétaillee d’industries et de 
biens et services figure dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties du 
systeme (numéro de catalogue commengant par 15). Les publications 
dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 15 comprennent aussi 
les mesures de l’apport de chaque branche d’activite au total du 
produit intérieur brut au cout des facteurs ainsi que les mesures de 
productivite. 


L’établissement est l’unité primaire de production industrielle tant 
dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties que dans les estimations du 
produit intérieur brut par activite Economique. Les comptes de flux 
financiers (publications dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 
13) mesurent les opérations financiéres. Les catégories de préteurs et 
d’instruments financiers forment les elements de base de ces 
statistiques et la personne morale est le point de départ du 
classement des agents 6conomiques. Les comptes du bilan des actifs 
et passifs en circulation sont disponibles annuellement. 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses categories de 
comptes peuvent étre considérées comme des sous-systemes 
etroitement liés entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, on ne 
peut faire de comparaison directe entre les élements bases sur 
'établissement et ceux qui sont bases sur l’entite juridique que 
lorsque les données sont groupées dans des categories tres 
geneérales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses recherches sur 
les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et |’etablissement. Il sera 
peut-étre possible un jour de reclasser les données etablies sur une 
certaine base (I’établissement par exemple) de maniere a les faire 
correspondre aux données établies sur une autre base (societé ou 
entreprise). 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeme de comptabilite nationale 
du Canada suit de trés pres la norme internationale exposee dans la 
publication des Nations Unies intituleée Systeme de comptabilite 
nationale (Etudes méthodologiques, série F, n° 2, rev. 3, Bureau de 
statistique, Département des affaires economiques et sociales, 
Nations Unies, New York, 1970). 


This publication includes revised seasonally adjusted 
data from 1984 to 1987. The revisions reflect statisti- 
cal changes resulting from revised source data and 
seasonal patterns. 


Seasonally adjusted data and data unadjusted for 
seasonal variation for the period 1947 to date are 
available on day of release through CANSIM, on dis- 
kette, and in computer printouts.

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Summary of Economic Developments 
in the First Quarter of 1988 


Gross domestic product at market prices grew 
1.7% in the first quarter of 1988, reaching a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $580 billion. In constant 1981 
prices the increase was 0.8%, in contrast with the 
average quarterly advance of 1.5% in the four quarters 
of 1987. The GDP implicit price index rose 0.8% in the 
first quarter, also representing a slowing from the 1.1% 
average quarterly pace of 1987. 


Final domestic demand grew 0.6% in real terms. 
Business plant and equipment investment and 
government current spending on goods and services 
expanded substantially while consumer outlays 
increased slightly. Growth was boosted by a positive 
swing in the trade balance, as exports rose more 
rapidly than imports. The rate of business non-farm 
inventory accumulation increased somewhat and a 
sharp drop in farm inventory investment held back the 
overall growth rate. 


Evolution de la conjoncture économique au 
premier trimestre de 1988 


Le produit intérieur brut aux prix du marché augmente de 
1.7% au premier trimestre de 1988, pour atteindre $580 
milliards apres désaisonnalisation au taux annuel. En prix 
constants de 1981, l’augmentation se chiffre a 0.8%, 
comparativement a des hausses trimestrielles moyennes de 
1.5% au cours des quatre trimestres de 1987. L'indice 
implicite de prix du PIB s’accroit de 0.8% au premier 
trimestre, ce qui represente egalement un ralentissement par 
rapport au taux trimestriel moyen de 1.1% observe en 1987. 


La demande intérieure finale s’accroit de 0.6% en termes 
reels. Les investissements des entreprises en usines et 
materiel et les dépenses publiques courantes en biens et 
services augmentent de facon appreciable, tandis que les 
dépenses de consommation progressent léegerement. La 
croissance est alimentée par le redressement de la balance 
commerciale, puisque les exportations augmentent plus 
rapidement que les importations. Le taux d’accumulation des 
stocks commerciaux non agricoles augmente quelque peu, 
tandis que la forte diminution des mises en stocks agricoles 
vient freiner le taux de croissance global.

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Components of Demand 


The largest component of real final demand, 
personal expenditure on consumer goods and 
services, increased only slightly in the quarter. 
Spending on semi-durable goods such as clothing 
and footwear recorded a 2.0% volume decline. Total 
outlays on durable goods such as automobiles and 
furniture were virtually unchanged. Purchases of non- 
durable goods such as food and electricity rose 0.3%. 
Expenditure on services grew 0.5% as increases of 
1.7% in gross rents and 1.4% in restaurant and hotel 
accommodation were offset by slower growth in other 
Services. 


Government expenditure on current goods and 
services rose 1.7% in constant dollar terms, largely 
due to higher outlays for military equipment. 


Following a slight decline in the fourth quarter of 
1987, residential construction activity levelled off in the 
first quarter. Housing starts peaked in August and new 
construction put-in-place declined in both the fourth 
and the first quarters. Offsetting this trend in the first 
quarter were increases in spending on alterations and 
improvements and on real estate commissions, the 
latter being strongly affected by rising housing prices 
in Central Canada. 


Consistent with the Private and Public Investment 
Intentions Survey for 1988, business plant and 
equipment investment surged ahead for the sixth 
consecutive quarter, bringing the first quarter to a level 
19.2% above that a year earlier. In the first quarter of 
1988, non-residential construction grew 0.3% and 
purchases of machinery and equipment rose 2.2%. 
Continuing strong final demand growth, rising capacity 
utilization rates, healthy profit growth through 1987 and 
lower capital goods prices are some of the key factors 
stimulating the investment upsurge. Government 
non-residential construction and machinery and 
equipment spending also advanced strongly in the 
quarter. 


The overall rate of business non-farm inventory 
accumulation in the first quarter was somewhat 
stronger than the pace in the fourth quarter of 1987. 
The manufacturing and trade industries both continued 
to build up stocks. In the latter case there was a 
pickup in inventory accumulation at the wholesale level 
and a reduced buildup rate at the retail level. In 
agriculture, stocks fell sharply as wheat exports rose. 


The current dollar surplus on trade in goods and 
services amounted to $3.7 billion at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate, up $2.8 billion from the fourth 
quarter. The volume of exports of goods and services 
grew 3.3%, outpacing import growth of 1.5%, while the 
implicit price indexes for exports and imports both 
declined by 1.5%. 


Composantes de la demande 


La principale composante de la demande finale reelle, les 
dépenses personnelles en biens et services de con- 
sommation, n’augmente que legerement au premier trimestre. 
Les dépenses en biens semi-durables tels que les vetements 
et les chaussures diminuent de 2.0% en volume. Le total des 
depenses en biens durables tels que les voitures et les 
meubles demeure virtuellement inchange. Les achats de biens 
non durables comme les aliments et |’electricite augmentent 
de 0.3%. Les dépenses en services progressent de 0.5%, des 
hausses de 1.7% des loyers bruts et de 1.4% des dépenses 
au titre des restaurants et de I’hotellerie etant compensees par 
une croissance plus faible dans d’autres categories. 


Les depenses publiques courantes en biens et services 
augmentent de 1.7% en dollars constants, principalement a 
cause d’une hausse des dépenses au titre du matériel 
militaire. 


Apres une legeére baisse au quatrieme trimestre de 1987, 
la construction residentielle passe par un palier au premier 
trimestre de 1988. Les mises en chantier de logements ont 
atteint un sommet en aout, et la construction neuve mise en 
place se replie au quatrieme trimestre de 1987 et au premier 
trimestre de 1988. Cette tendance est neutralisee au premier 
trimestre de 1988 par |l’'augmentation des depenses au titre 
des modifications et ameéliorations et des commissions 
immobilieres, lesquelles sont fortement touchées par la 
hausse du prix des maisons dans le centre du pays. 


Coincidant avec les résultats de |l’enquéte sur les 
intentions d'investissements prives et publics pour 1988, les 
investissements des entreprises en usines et materiel 
augmentent pour le sixieme trimestre consecutif, ce qui porte 
le chiffre du premier trimestre a un niveau dépassant de 
19.2% celui d’un an plus tot. La construction non résidentielle 
progresse -au premier trimestre de 1988 de 0.3%, et les 
achats de machines et de materiel, de 2.2%. La croissance 
toujours forte de la demande finale, |’'augmentation des taux 
d'utilisation de la capacite, la saine progression des bénefices 
en 1987 et la baisse des prix des biens d’équipement sont 
parmi les principaux facteurs qui viennent stimuler la poussée 
des investissements. Les dépenses des administrations en 
construction non résidentielle et machines et matériel 
augmentent fortement aussi au cours du trimestre. 


Le taux global d’accumulation des stocks commerciaux 
non agricoles est un peu plus elevé au premier trimestre que 
celui du quatrieme trimestre de 1987. L’accumulation des 
stocks se poursuit dans la fabrication et dans le commerce. 
S’agissant de ce dernier, on observe une accélération des 
mises en stocks dans le commerce de gros et une réduction 
du taux d’accumulation dans le commerce de detail. En 
agriculture, les stocks baissent fortement avec la forte 
augmentation des exportations de ble. 


L’excédent en dollars courants du commerce de biens et 
de services atteint $3.7 milliards apres désaisonnalisation au 
taux annuel, en hausse de $2.8 milliards par rapport au 
quatrieme trimestre de 1987. Les exportations de biens et de 
services augmentent de 3.3% en volume, soit plus que les 
importations (1.5%), tandis que l’indice implicite de prix des 
exportations et celui des importations diminuent chacun de 
1.5%: 


The current dollar merchandise trade surplus rose 
from $8.3 billion to $9.5 billion at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate. There were substantial increases 
in export values for wheat, crude petroleum, natural 
gas and automobiles. The rise in import values was 
confined largely to machinery and equipment and auto 
parts. 


The current dollar deficit on service trade declined 
from $7.3 billion to $5.8 billion at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate. One element in this drop was the 
reduction that occurred in the international travel 
deficit, which was attributable in part to the Calgary 
Winter Olympics. 


Implicit Price Indexes 


The overall rate of inflation, measured by the 
implicit price index for GDP, was 0.8% in the first 
quarter. This was a considerable moderation from the 
1.2% rate in the fourth quarter. Final domestic demand 
prices rose only 0.5%, as the appreciation of the 
Canadian dollar vis-a-vis the U.S. dollar was 
associated with a 1.5% drop in the implicit price index 
for imports. The appreciation was 5.3% between the 
first quarter of 1987 and the first quarter of 1988 and 
3.3% in the first quarter of 1988 alone. A drop of 1.5% 
in the implicit price index for exports helped moderate 
the overall increase in the GDP implicit price index. 


Movements in the implicit price indexes are 
influenced by compositional changes in expenditures 
as well as by price changes. In the first quarter, such 
compositional changes accounted for a substantial part 
of the moderation in the rate of inflation, particularly 
within the business investment and exports com- 
ponents. The chain price index for GDP excluding the 
value of physical change in inventories, which provides 
an indication of the price change component, rose 


ates 
Production by Industry 


The preliminary estimate of real GDP at factor 
cost by industry grew 0.5% in the first quarter. Output 
of services-producing industries decreased from an 
average growth rate of 1.2% in the four quarters of 
1987 to 0.7% in the first quarter of 1988. Growth of the 
goods-producing industries fell from an average 
quarterly growth rate of 1.6% in 1987 to 0.2% in the 
first quarter of 1988. 


Industries contributing most to the growth of 
services output were finance, insurance and real 
estate, community, business and personal services, 
communications and transportation and storage 
industries. 


Output of the finance, insurance and real estate 
industries increased 1%, about the same growth rate 
as in the previous three quarters. Community, 
business and personal services also gained 1% in the 
first quarter, a rebound from a small decline in the 
fourth quarter of 1987. In the communications industry, 
output increased 2.8% following steady growth of 


L’excédent du commerce de marchandises en dollars 
courants passe de $8.3 milliards a $9.5 milliards apres 
désaisonnalisation au taux annuel. On releve d’appréciables 
augmentations des valeurs a l’exportation pour le ble, le 
pétrole brut, le gaz naturel et les automobiles. A |’importation, 
l'‘augmentation touche principalement les machines et le 
matériel et les pieces automobiles. 


Le deficit en dollars courants du commerce sur invisibles 
tombe de $7.3 milliards a $5.8 milliards, apres désaisonnali- 
sation au taux annuel. Une des causes de cette diminution est 
la reduction du déficit au titre des voyages internationaux, 
attribuable en partie a la tenue des Jeux olympiques d’hiver a 
Calgary. 


Indices implicites de prix 


Le taux général d’inflation, mesure par |’indice implicite de 
prix du PIB, est de 0.8% au premier trimestre de 1988, niveau 
tres inferieur a celui de 1.2% enregistré le trimestre pré- 
cédent. Les prix de la demande intérieure finale n’augmentent 
que de 0.5%, la reevaluation du dollar canadien par rapport a 
la devise américaine coincidant avec une diminution de 1.5% 
de l’indice implicite de prix des importations. La réévaluation 
se chiffre a 5.3% entre le premier trimestre de 1987 et le 
premier trimestre de 1988, et a 3.3% au premier trimestre de 
1988 seulement. La diminution de 1.5% de l’indice implicite 
de prix des exportations contribue a freiner |’augmentation 
generale de l’indice correspondant du PIB. 


La variation des indices implicites de prix est influencée 
par des changements de composition des depenses et par 
des fluctuations de prix. Au premier trimestre de 1988, les 
changements de composition contribuent de facon 
appreciable au ralentissement du taux d’inflation, en particulier 
dans le cas des investissements des entreprises et des 
exportations. L'indice de prix en chaine du PIB sans la valeur 
de la variation materielle des stocks, qui donne une indication 
de la composante variation des prix, augmente de 1.1%. 


Production par branche d’activité 


L’estimation provisoire du PIB reel au cout des facteurs 
par branche d’activite fait ressortir une progression de 0.5% 
au premier trimestre de 1988. La production dans les 
branches de services ralentit, passant d'une croissance 
moyenne de 1.2% au cours des quatre trimestres de 1987 a 
0.7% au premier trimestre de 1988. La croissance dans les 
branches productrices de biens passe d’un taux trimestriel 
moyen de 1.6% en 1987 a 0.2% au premier trimestre de 
1988. 


Les branches qui contribuent le plus a la croissance de la 
production des services sont les finances, assurances et 
affaires immobilieres, les services socio-culturels, commer- 
Cilaux et personnels, les communications ainsi que le transport 
et l'entreposage. 


Dans les finances, assurances et affaires immobilieres, la 
production s‘accroit de 1%, soit environ au méme rythme 
qu’au cours des trois trimestres précédents. Dans les ser- 
vices socio-culturels, commerciaux et personnels, la pro- 
duction est egalement en hausse de 1% au premier trimestre, 
ce qui marque un redressement par rapport a la legere 
diminution observée au quatrieme trimestre de 1987. Dans 


about 1.5% per quarter in the previous year, as 
telecommunications carriers and the postal service 
industry recorded substantial advances. The 
transportation and storage industries recorded a 1.2% 
rise, with air transport and pipeline transport leading 
the increase. 


In the goods-producing industries, mining, 
quarrying and oil wells posted the most substantial 
gain, led by a 4.3% increase in output of crude 
petroleum and natural gas. This was partially offset by 
a 0.4% decline in output of mining industries. 
Elsewhere in the goods-producing industries, small 
declines were recorded in construction, forestry and 
manufacturing. 


Components of Income 


Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income 
grew 1.9% in the quarter, bringing labour income to a 
level 7.6% above that in the first quarter of 1987. Total 
employment, as measured by the Labour Force 
Survey seasonally adjusted paid worker series, 
advanced 1.1%, implying that average compensation 
per employee rose 0.8%. 


Corporation profits before taxes fell 2.0% from 
their fourth quarter level, although they remained 
16.2% higher than a year earlier. Much of the first 
quarter drop was the result of a decrease in inventory

le cas des communications, |’'augmentation de la production 
passe d’environ 1.5% par trimestre en 1987 a 2.8% au 
premier trimestre de 1988, en raison de progressions appreé- 
ciables dans les telecommunications et les services postaux. 
La branche des transports et de l’entreposage affiche une 
hausse de 1.2% au premier trimestre, avec les plus fortes 
progressions touchant le transport aerien et le transport par 
pipeline. 


En ce qui concerne les biens, |l’augmentation la plus forte 
s'observe dans les mines, carrieres et puits de pétrole, 
entrainée par une hausse de 4.3% de la production de petrole 
brut et de gaz naturel.

Composantes du revenu

The previous 
peak in the profit share was 10.5% in the second 
quarter of 1984. The mineral fuels industry and the 
refined petroleum and coal products industry both felt 
the effects of lower world prices for crude oil. The rise 
in the Canadian dollar also had adverse effects on 
profits in some industries. The lower level of profits in 
retail trade was linked to the weakness in consumer 
goods sales. 


Two other major GDP income components also 
showed declines in the quarter. Interest and miscel- 
laneous investment income declined 5.1% and farm 
income slipped 0.3%. Net income of non-farm unin- 
corporated business including rent increased 1.4%. 


The personal saving rate fell from 8.3% in the 
fourth quarter to 7.5% in the first, despite a slowing in 
consumer expenditure. This decline may give a 
misleading indication of consumer behaviour in the 
quarter. The drop can be attributed in large measure 
to the fact that income tax collections rose sharply and 
personal disposable income recorded a 0.5% 
decrease. The increase in income tax payments was 
due in large part to the February 18, 1987 federal 
budget measure involving accelerated remittances of 
employer source deductions, a measure which 
affected employers rather than employees.

Introduction 


Revised estimates of the Income and Expenditure 
Accounts covering the period 1984 to 1987 are 
released with the results for the first quarter of 1988. 
The data have been revised to incorporate the most 
current source data and revised seasonal patterns. 
The annual revision of the different parts of the 
System of National Accounts is an integrated process. 
Revised estimates of two other parts of the system - 
the Balance of Payments and the Input-Output 
Accounts in current dollars - are released simulta- 
neously. Corresponding revisions to the Financial Flow 
Accounts and the monthly estimates of Gross 
Domestic Product by Industry will be available in the 
summer of 1988. 


Statistical revisions must be carried out in the 
System of National Accounts on a regular basis to 
incorporate improved and more complete information 
from censuses, annual surveys, taxation statistics, 
public accounts records and other sources. In Canada 
such revisions are carried out according to the 
following schedule. The estimates for quarters within 
a particular calendar year are revised when the pre- 
liminary estimates for subsequent quarters within that 
same year are released. Thereafter they are revised 
only once per year during each of the next four years, 
at the time the first quarter estimates are released. 
The data are not normally revised again following 
these four annual revisions. An exception arises 
approximately every ten years, when the Accounts are 
reopened for historical revisions. Such revisions 
provide an occasion not only for the incorporation of 
new data, but also for major methodological improve- 
ments and conceptual changes within the system. 


A major historical revision of this kind was 
completed in 1986. The revised data for the period 
1926-1986 have been available through CANSIM and 
printouts since that time. Four volumes documenting 
the revised estimates will be published in 1988 and 
1989. These volumes will provide a record of the 
annual National Income and Expenditure Accounts 
estimates, the quarterly National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts estimates, the Provincial 
Economic Accounts estimates and the sources and 
methods underpinning the estimates. 


The current revision, accompanying the release of 
the first quarter 1988 accounts, is a normal one 
covering the four years 1984-1987. The most 
significant revisions to previously published estimates 
occurred in net income of non-farm unincorporated 
business including rent, labour income, corporation 
profits and imports. This note reviews the changes to 
the main aggregates.

des comptes publics et d'autres sources. Au Canada, ces 
revisions sont effectuées selon |l’échéancier suivant. Les 
estimations des trimestres d'une année civile donnée sont 
réevisees lorsque paraissent les estimations provisoires des 
trimestres suivants de la meme année civile. Elles ne sont par 
la suite révisees qu'une fois l'an au cours de chacune des 
quatres années suivantes, au moment de la diffusion des 
estimations du premier trimestre. Les données ne font pas 
normalement l'objet d'une révision apres ces quatre révisions 
annuelles. Il y a exception tous les dix ans environ, lorsque 
les comptes font l’objet d'une révision historique.

Une importante révision historique de ce genre a ete 
completée en 1986. Les données révisées de la période 
1926-1986 sont disponibles sur CANSIM et sur imprime 
d’ordinateur depuis lors. Quatre volumes, contenant les 
estimations révisees et constituant un ensemble complet des 
Comptes nationaux des revenus et dépenses paraitront en 
1988 et 1989. Trois volumes vont contenir respectivement les 
estimations annuelles, les estimations trimestrielles, et les 
estimations des comptes economiques provinciaux; le 
quatrieme portera sur les sources et methodes qui sous- 
tendent ces estimations. 


La révision actuelle, qui survient en meme temps que la 
diffusion des résultats du premier trimestre de 1988, est une 
révision normale qui porte sur les quatres années 1984-1987. 
Les révisions les plus importantes aux estimations deja 
publi¢ées touchent le revenu net des entreprises individuelles 
non agricoles, loyers compris, le revenu du travail, les 
bénéfices des societés et les importations.

Revisions to Gross Domestic Product 


The previously published and newly revised 
estimates for gross domestic product at market prices 
are shown in Table Ill. The revisions are not large. 
Expressed as a percentage of the previous estimates, 
the changes amount to -0.2% in 1984, -0.1% in 
1985, -0.7% in 1986 and -0.8% in 1987. The level 
of GDP is reduced to $549.7 billion in 1987, compared 
to the previously published estimate of $553.9 billion.

The revisions to the growth rates of nominal GDP 
are set out in Table IV. In 1984 the rate of increase is 
slightly lower at 9.6%, compared to 9.8% previously 
published. The growth rate for 1985 is slightly greater 
at 7.7%. In 1986 and 1987 the growth rates have 
been revised down by 0.6 and 0.1 percentage points 
respectively. 


While the current dollar GDP estimates have been 
revised down, the constant dollar estimates have 
generally been revised up. The revisions to the 
constant dollar estimates are 0.0% in 1984, 0.4% in 
1985, 0.2% in 1986 and 0.4% in 1987 (see Table V). 
The 1987 estimate in constant 1981 prices is now 
$424.1 billion, $1.5 billion greater than previously.

Revisions to the Income-Side Components of 
Gross Domestic Product 


Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income 
represent almost 54% of total gross domestic product 
at market prices. The revisions to this component are 
very small in 1984 and 1985 (see Table Vil). The 
estimates for 1986 and 1987 have been revised up by 
$0.6 billion and $3.3 billion respectively. These 
revisions reflect the incorporation of Revenue 
Canada’s tabulation of wages and salaries from "T-4" 
forms submitted by employers for 1986 and additional 
information on supplementary labour income from 
surveys and administrative records. 


The estimates for corporation profits before taxes, 
while little changed in 1984, have been revised up by 
$1.1 billion in 1985. The change in 1985 reflects the 
incorporation of benchmark information from corporate 
tax returns and the reconciliation of the Income and 
Expenditure Accounts with the preliminary Input- 
Output Accounts for that year. The upward revisions to 
corporation profits in 1986 and 1987 are somewhat

Interest and miscellaneous investment income is 
revised slightly in 1984 and 1985 (0.7% and -0.2% 
respectively) and substantially in 1986 and 1987 
(-2.9% and -5.6% respectively). The downward 
revisions in the last two years reflect new interest 
payment and receipt information for governments and 
government business enterprises from their financial 
statements, and revised data on investment income 
earned by trusteed pension plans. 


The estimates for accrued net income of farm 
operators from farm production have not been revised 
substantially except in 1987, where the new estimate 
is $372 million or 6.6% lower than previously. The 
revisions to this component reflect information from 
the Census of Agriculture and from the Canadian 
Wheat Board annual report. 


Net income of non-farm unincorporated 
business, including rent, is revised down very 
substantially in all four years. The revision is $0.7 
billion in 1984 and builds to $3.7 billion by 1987. 
Almost all of the revision is accounted for by the net 
rents component, where new information from the 
Family Expenditure Survey, the quinquennial census 
and other sources was incorporated. Gross rents are 
built up from the housing stock statistics and estimates 
of the average rent paid per dwelling. Net rents are 
calculated by subtracting an estimate of space 
expenses. The largest part of the rent revision is 
attributable to lower average paid and imputed rents 
per dwelling. In addition, a portion of the rent revision 
reflects changes to the housing stock estimates 
emanating from the 1986 census. 


Capital consumption allowances are revised up 
slightly in 1984 and by about 3% in each of the years 
1985-1987. The revisions are almost entirely in the 
category of corporate depreciation and reflect 
information from corporate tax returns. 


Revisions to the Expenditure-Side Components 
of Gross Domestic Product 


Personal expenditure on goods and services are 
revised down substantially in all years (see Table Vill). 
The revisions build to -$2.7 billion by 1987. The 
largest element in these revisions is the downward 
adjustment to gross paid and imputed rents, which 
reflects new information from the 1986 Family 
Expenditure Survey and benchmarked housing stock 
estimates. Other revisions to consumer expenditure 
result from the detailed input-output commedity 
balancing process and from the incorporation of the 
revised retail trade survey results for 1987. 


Les intéréts et revenus divers de placements font |’objet 
d’une légere révision pour 1984 et 1985 (0.7 % et -0.2 % 
respectivement) et d’une révision appréciable en 1986 et 1987 
(-2.9 % et -56 % respectivement). Les revisions a la 
baisse des deux dernieres années traduisent la prise en 
compte de nouvelles données sur les paiements et revenus 
d’interéts des administrations et des entreprises publiques, 
tirées de leurs états financiers, et de données révisees sur les 
revenus de placements gagnés par les régimes de retraite en 
fiducie. 


Les estimations du revenu comptable net des exploitants 
agricoles au titre de la production agricole ne sont pas 
revisées de facon marquée, sauf en 1987, les nouvelles 
estimations étant inférieures de $372 millions, ou de 6.6 %, a 
celles publiées préecédemment. Les revisions de cet agregat 
découlent de renseignements obtenus du recensement de 
agriculture et du rapport annuel de la Commission 
canadienne du ble. 


Le revenu net des entreprises individuelles non agricoles, 
loyers compris, fait l'objet d’une revision a la baisse tres 
appreciable pour chacune des quatre annees en cause. La 
révision s’établit a $0.7 milliard en 1984 et atteint a $3.7 
milliards en 1987. La quasi-totalité de cette revision est 
imputable a la composante des loyers nets, ou sont pris en 
compte de nouveaux renseignements provenant de |l’enquéte 
sur les depenses des familles, du recensement quinquennal et 
d’autres sources. Les loyers bruts sont établis a partir de 
statistiques sur le stock de logements et d’estimations du 
loyer moyen paye par logement. Les loyers nets sont 
calculés en deduisant une estimation des dépenses au titre de 
espace occupe. La révision aux loyers est attribuable pour 
l’essentiel a une diminution du loyer moyen payeé et impute 
par logement. De plus, une partie de la révision des loyers 
provient d’estimations revisées du stock de logements 
fondées sur le recensement de 1986. 


Les provisions pour consommation de capital font l'objet 
d’une légere revision a la hausse en 1984, révision qui atteint 
environ 3 % pour chacune des annees 1985-1987. Les 
revisions touchent presque uniquement la categorie de 
'amortissement des societés et tiennent compte de 
renseignements tires des déclarations d’impot des sociétes. 


Revisions aux agrégats des dépenses dans le produit

Les dépenses personnelles en biens et services sont 
réevisees sensiblement a la baisse a toutes les annees (voir 
tableau Vill). La révision atteint -$2.7 milliards en 1987.

Government current and capital expenditure is 
revised down in all four years: $0.8 billion in 1984, 
$0.5 billion in 1985, $0.9 billion in 1986 and $1.6 
billion in 1987. These revisions reflect the receipt of 
public accounts data for fiscal years 1985-66 and 
1986-87, more recent survey data for hospitals and 
the results of the input-output commodity balancing 
process. 


Les dépenses publiques courantes et de capital sont 
révisées a la baisse pour les quatre annees: $0.8 milliard en 
1984, $0.5 milliard en 1985, $0.9 milliard en 1986 et $1.6 
milliard en 1987. Ces revisions traduisent la prise en compte 
de données des comptes publics pour les exercices 1985- 
1986 et 1986-1987, de données d’enquéte plus réecentes 
pour les hdpitaux et des résultats du processus d’equilibre 
des biens et services dans les tableaux d’entréees-sorties. 
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Business investment in residential construction is 
revised down over the 1984-1987 period, reflecting 
two primary factors. The alterations and improvements 
component is revised down due to the incorporation of 
results from the 1986 Family Expenditure Survey. 
Downward revisions to the transfer costs component 
are attributable to the detailed commodity balancing 
done during the construction of the input-output 
tables. The revisions to plant and equipment 
investment reflect redistribution of spending between 
the government and government business enterprise 
sectors. Business non-residential construction was 
revised upward in 1986 due to the incorporation of the 
latest results of the Private and Public Investment 
Survey. The revisions to business machinery and 
equipment investment spending are primarily the 
result of detailed input-output commodity balancing 
in this category. 


The value of physical change in inventories has 
been revised up in 1984 and 1985 and down in 1986 
and 1987. In the non-farm component these revisions 
are primarily due to the incorporation of the 1984 and 
1985 Census of Manufactures benchmarks, retail and 
wholesale trade survey benchmarks and adjustments 
flowing from the input-output commodity balancing 
process. Changes to the estimates for gold reflect 
revisions to the gold exports data and an improved 
methodology for estimating intermediate gold use. The 
quarterly pattern for the 1984-1987 period was 
revised substantially by the application of seasonal 
adjustment at the component level, whereas formerly it 
had been done at the aggregate levei. In addition, the 
estimated turnover periods used in the deflation of 
manufacturing, wholesale and retail inventory book 
values were updated. In the farm component the 
estimates were revised down in i986 and 1987 due to 
the incorporation of data from the 1986 Census of 
Agriculture. 


Exports of goods and services are revised down in 
1984-1986 and up in 1987. Some of the revisions 
are the result of the detailed input-output commodity 
balancing process. They affect newsprint and _ steel 
sheet exports, both revised down, and gold exports, 
revised up. The revisions to exports in 1987 also 
reflect some final adjustments to the statistics as a 
consequence of the reconciliation of Canada’s trade 
data with that of the United States. The constant 1981 
price estimates for merchandise exports have been 
revised down more than the current dollar estimates. 
The deflator for exports of computer equipment and 
parts was adjusted upward to incorporate new 
weighting information from the Census of 
Manufacturing and more recent basic price statistics. 


Imports of goods and services are revised up in all 
years. The revisions amount to $0.5 billion in 1984 
and build to $1.3 billion by 1987. The bulk of the 
revisions are in the non- merchandise component. 
They reflect higher payments to non-residents for 
business services, as indicated by recent survey 
results. 


L’investissement des entreprises en construction resi- 
dentielle est révisé a la baisse au cours de la période 1984- 
1987 pour deux raisons. La composante "modifications et 
ameéliorations" est révisée a la baisse en fonction des résultats 
de l’enquéte sur les dépenses des familles de 1986. Les 
revisions a la baisse des couts de transfert découlent du 
processus d’équilibre détaille des biens et services effectue 
lors de |’élaboration des tableaux d’entrées-sorties. La revi- 
sion a l'investissement en usines et materiel traduit la 
redistribution des dépenses entre le secteur des administra- 
tions publiques et celui des entreprises publiques. La 
construction non residentielle des entreprises est revisee a la 
hausse en 1986 en fonction des derniers résultats de 
l’enquéte sur les investissements prives et publics. La revi- 
sion a l'investissement en machines et materiel des entre- 
prises provient pour |l’essentiel du processus d’equilibre des 
biens et services pour cette categorie dans les tableaux 
d’entrées-sorties. 


La valeur de la variation matérielle des stocks est corrigee 
en hausse en 1984 et 1985, et en baisse en 1986 et 1987. 
Dans le cas des stocks non agricoles, les révisions traduisent 
l'adoption de reperes du recensement des manufactures de 
1984 et 1985, de ceux des enquétes sur le commerce de gros 
et de detail et d’ajustements découlant du processus 
d’equilibre des biens et services dans les tableaux d’entrees- 
sorties. La correction des estimations pour l’or provient de 
revisions aux donnees sur les exportations d’or et de l’adop- 
tion d'une meilleure méthode pour estimer la consommation 
intermediaire d’or. La distribution trimestrielle pour la période 
1984-1987 est considérablement modifi¢e avec la desai- 
sonnalisation au niveau des composantes, alors qu’auparavant 
la desaisonnalisation s’effectuait au niveau de l'ensemble. De 
plus, les periodes de rotation estimatives utilisees dans la 
deflation des valeurs comptables des stocks de la fabrication, 
du commerce de gros et de detail ont ete mises a jour. Dans 
le cas des stocks agricoles, les estimations sont revisees a la 
baisse en 1986 et 1987 avec la prise en compte des donnees 


‘du recensement de l’agriculture de 1986. 


Les exportations de biens et de services sont revisees a 
la baisse de 1984 a 1986 et a la hausse en 1987. Certaines 
revisions s’expliquent par l’equilibre detaille des biens et 
services dans les tableaux d’entrees-sorties. C'est le cas 
des exportations de papier journal et de feuilles d’acier, 
revisees toutes deux a la baisse, et des exportations d’or, 
revisees a la hausse. La revision aux exportations en 1987 
tient egalement compte des derniers ajustements apportes 
aux Statistiques a la suite du rapprochement entre les donnees 
du commerce du Canada et celles des Etats-Unis. Les 
exportations de marchandises sont revisees a la baisse 
davantage en prix constants de 1981 qu’en dollars courants. 
Le deflateur des exportations d’ordinateurs (materiel et pieces) 
est ajuste a la hausse afin de prendre en compte une nouvelle 
ponderation obtenue du recensement des manufactures et 
des statistiques de prix de base plus récentes. 


Les importations de biens et de services sont corrigeées a 
la hausse a toutes les années. La revision s’établit a $0.5 
milliard en 1984 et atteint $1.3 milliard en 1987. Eile touche 
essentiellement les invisibles et traduit l’'augmentation des 
paiements aux non-residents au titre des services aux 
entreprises, d’apres les résultats d’enquétes récentes.

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The System of National Accounts 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
since the close of the Second World War in a series of publica- 
tions relating to their constituent parts. These have now reached a 
stage of evolution where they can be termed a “System of 
National Accounts”. For purposes of identification, all publications 
(containing tables of statistics, descriptions of conceptual 
frameworks and descriptions of sources and methods) which make 
up this System carry the term “System of National Accounts” as 
a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expenditure 
Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) 
were, historically speaking, the first set of statistics to be referred 
to with the title “National Accounts” (National Accounts, Income 
and Expenditure). The Balance of International Payments data 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 67) are also part of the System of 
National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and 
Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on goods 
and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables of the 
System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The Catalogue Nos. 
Carrying the prefix 15 also provide measures of the contribution of 
each industry to total Gross Domestic Product at factor cost as 
well as Productivity Measures. 


Both the Input-Output tables and the estimates of Gross 
Domestic Product by Industry use the establishment as the 
primary unit of industrial production. Measures of financial 
transactions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics and the legal 
entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. Balance 
sheets of outstanding assets and liabilities are published annually. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts can 
be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, direct 
comparisons amongst those parts which use the establishment as 
the basic unit and those which use the legal entity can be carried 
out only at highly aggregated levels of data. However, Statistics 
Canada is continuing research on enterprise company 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be feasible to 
reclassify the data which are on one basis (say the establishment 
basis) to correspond to the units employed on another (the 
company or the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international standard 
as described in the United Nations publication: A System of 
National Accounts (Studies in Methods, Series F, No. 2 Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and Social Affairs, 
United Nations, New York, 1968). 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux ont fait l'objet depuis la fin 
de la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de publications 
portant sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu une telle 
évolution qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de “Systeme de 
comptabilité nationale”. Aux fins d’identification, toutes les 
publications qui font partie du systeme (elles contiennent des tableaux 
statistiques, la description du cadre théorique et l’explication des 
sources et des méthodes) portent le titre général de “Systeme de 
comptabilité nationale”. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale du Canada se divise en 
plusieurs catégories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et trimestriels 
des revenus et des dépenses (paraissant dans les publications dont le 
numéro de catalogue commence par 13) ont constitue le premier 
ensemble de statistiques a étre connu sous le titre de “Comptes 
nationaux” (Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses). Les données 
sur la balance canadienne des paiements internationaux (numero de 
catalogue commengcant par 67) font également partie du systeme de 
comptabilité nationale; elles ont méme existe avant les comptes des 
revenus et dépenses. 


Une nomenclature beaucoup plus deétaillée d’industries et de 
biens et services figure dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties du 
systeme (numéro de catalogue commengant par 15). Les publications 
dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 15 comprennent aussi 
les mesures de l’apport de chaque branche d’activité au total du 
produit intérieur brut au cout des facteurs ainsi que les mesures de 
productivité. 


L’établissement est l’unité primaire de production industrielle tant 
dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties que dans les estimations du 
produit intérieur brut par activité Economique. Les comptes de flux 
financiers (publications dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 
13) mesurent les opérations financiéres. Les categories de préteurs et 
d’instruments financiers forment les elements de base de ces 
statistiques et la personne morale est le point de depart du 
classement des agents €conomiques. Les comptes du bilan des actifs 
et passifs en circulation sont disponibles annuellement. 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses categories de 
comptes peuvent étre considérées comme des sous-systemes 
etroitement liés entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, on ne 
peut faire de comparaison directe entre les elements bases sur 
'établissement et ceux qui sont bases sur l’entite juridique que 
lorsque les données sont groupées dans des catégories trés 
générales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses recherches sur 
les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et |’établissement. Il sera 
peut-étre possible un jour de reclasser les données établies sur une 
certaine base (I’établissement par exemple) de maniere a les faire 
correspondre aux données établies sur une autre base (société ou 
entreprise). 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeme de comptabilité nationale 
du Canada suit de trés pres la norme internationale exposée dans la 
publication des Nations Unies intitulee Systeme de comptabilite 
nationale (Etudes meéthodologiques, série F, n° 2, rev. 3, Bureau de 
statistique, Département des affaires economiques et sociales, 
Nations Unies, New York, 1970). 


This publication includes revised seasonally adjusted 
data from the first quarter 1988. The revisions reflect 
Statistical changes resulting from revised source data 
and seasonal patterns. 


Seasonally adjusted data and data unadjusted for 
seasonal variation for the period 1947 to date are 
available on day of release through CANSIM, and in 
computer printouts. Data are also available on dis- 
kette.

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Summary of Economic 
Developments in the Second 
Quarter of 1988 


Gross domestic product at market prices rose 1.8% in 
the second quarter to a level of $590.9 billion, 
seasonally adjusted at annual rates. GDP in 1981 
prices advanced 1.0% and the GDP implicit price 
index increased 0.8%. Real output grew at a 
compound annual rate of 4.2% in the first half of 1988, 
relative to the last six months of 1987 (see chart 1). 


Real demand growth strengthened in the second 
quarter. Domestic demand picked up as consumer 
spending rebounded after a weak first quarter. 
Business plant and equipment investment and exports 
continued to grow robustly. The inventory build-up in 
the non-farm business sector and stock liquidation in 
the farm sector both continued at a pace similar to the 
first quarter. The volume of imports increased very 
substantially, accounting for over half of total demand 
growth.

Le produit intérieur brut aux prix du marché augmente de 
1.8% au deuxiéme trimestre de 1988 pour atteindre $590.9 
milliards, aprés désaisonnalisation au taux annuel. Le PIB aux 
prix de 1981 s’accroit de 1.0%, et l’indice implicite de prix du 
PIB, de 0.8%. La production réelle progresse a un taux 
annuel composé de 4.2% au premier semestre de 1988 par 
rapport aux six derniers mois de 1987 (voir le graphique 1). 


La croissance de la demande réelle se raffermit au 
deuxieme trimestre. La demande intérieure se redresse avec 
la reprise des dépenses de consommation, faibles au premier 
trimestre. Les investissements des entreprises en usines et 
matériel et les exportations continuent de croitre 
vigoureusement. L’accumulation des stocks commerciaux 
non agricoles et la réduction des stocks agricoles se sont 
poursuivies a peu prés au méme rythme qu’au premier 
trimestre. Les importations en termes réels augmentent de 
facon trés appréciable, contribuant pour plus de la moitié a la 
croissance de la demande totale.

Components of Demand 


Personal expenditure on goods and services 
advanced 0.9% in real terms in the second quarter, a 
rebound from the slight decline in the first quarter. The 
volume of expenditure rose significantly in both the 
goods component and the services component. Real 
outlays on durable goods rose 1.5%, with notable 
advances in spending on trucks, household appliances 
and home entertainment equipment. Expenditure on 
semi-durable goods increased 0.5%, as purchases of 
clothing and footwear remained relatively weak. 
Spending also grew 0.5% in the non-durable goods 
component, where large increases in expenditure on 
electricity and other fuels, related in part to 
unseasonably low temperatures during the quarter, 
were offset by a small decline in real outlays for food 
and non-alcoholic beverages. Expenditure on 
services grew 1.1% aS Consumers spent more on rent, 
restaurants and hotels, and foreign travel. 


Residential investment expenditure fell by 0.4% in 
real terms in the quarter. New construction activity 
declined for the third consecutive quarter. The drop in 
new construction was partially offset by increased 
spending on alterations and improvements to existing 
dwellings and on real estate commissions.

Agrégats de la demande 


Les dépenses personnelles en biens et services 
augmentent de 0.9% en termes réels au deuxieme trimestre, 
apres une légére baisse au premier. Tant les depenses 
réelles en biens que celles en services s’accroissent de facon 
significative. Les dépenses réelles en biens durables sont en 
hausse de 1.5%, et l'on observe de fortes progressions dans 
le cas des camions, des appareils ménagers et du materiel de 
loisir a la maison. Les. dépenses en biens semi-durables 
s’accroissent de 0.5%, en raison de la faiblesse relative des 
achats de vétements et chaussures. En ce qui concerne les 
biens non durables, la hausse est également de 0.5%, la forte 


augmentation des dépenses en électricite et autres 


combustibles attribuable en partie aux temperatures 
inhabituellement basses pour le trimestre étant compensée 
par un léger recul des dépenses en aliments et boissons non 
alcoolisées. Les dépenses en services progressent de 1.1%, 
les consommateurs ayant dépensé davantage au titre des 
loyers, des restaurants et de Ihdtellerie et des voyages a 
l’6tranger. 


La construction résidentielle diminue de 0.4% en termes 
réels au deuxiéme trimestre, alors que l’activité dans le 
secteur de la construction neuve est en baisse pour le 
troisieme trimestre consécutif. Le déclin dans la construction 
neuve est en partie neutralise par une augmentation des 
dépenses au titre des modifications et améliorations aux 
logements existants et des commissions immobilieres.

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The plant and equipment investment boom 
continued in the second quarter as business outlays 
advanced 4.0% in real terms. Increases this large or 
greater have now occurred for five consecutive 
quarters. The year-over-year increase was 20.6% in 
current dollars, in line with the 20.8% increase 
indicated for 1988 as a whole by the Private and 
Public Investment Survey of capital spending 
intentions, conducted in July. Strong capital spending 
is evident in the forestry, mining, manufacturing and 
utilities industries. 


The rate of business non-farm stock-building 
was relatively high in the second quarter, maintaining 
the pattern of the previous two quarters. The second 
quarter buildup was particularly strong at the 
manufacturing level, where several industries 
accumulated stocks of raw materials in response to a 
rising backlog of unfilled orders. The further increase 
in inventories brought the ratio of stocks to final sales 
— using the sum of consumer spending on goods, 
merchandise exports, government non-wage 
spending, machinery and equipment investment and 
the building materials component of construction 
investment as a proxy for final sales - somewhat 
above the longer-term trend line (see chart 2). 


Export and import volumes each rose substantially 
in the quarter, by 3.0% and 4.4% respectively. 
Merchandise exports increased slightly less rapidly 
than merchandise imports, while service exports fell 
and service imports rose. Export sales of wheat, 
transportation equipment and chemicals increased 
while exports of metal ores and coal declined. Imports 
of industrial goods and materials were higher, as were 
imports of machinery and equipment. Imports of auto 
parts and aircraft decreased. 


Government current expenditure on goods and 
services rose 0.2% and government spending on fixed 
capital grew 1.5% in the second quarter, both 
measured in 1981 prices. On a year-over-year 
basis, total government current and capital spending 
rose 5.9% in current dollar terms and 3.0% in volume 
terms. 


Implicit Price Indexes 


Price inflation moderated slightly in the second 
quarter. The GDP implicit price index rose 0.8% 
compared to a 1.0% increase in the first quarter. The 
year-over-year inflation rate was 3.6%. Import 
prices dropped 2.5% in the quarter and 4.4% on a 
year-over-year basis, largely as a result of the 
continuing strong Canadian dollar appreciation vis- 
a-vis the United States dollar. Reflecting this trend in 
import prices, the implicit price index for final domestic 
demand increased less rapidly than the GDP implicit 
price index, rising only 2.5% on a year-over-year 
basis. 


La poussée des investissements en usines et matériel se 
poursuit au deuxieme trimestre, les dépenses des entreprises 
augmentant de 4.0% en termes réels. C’est le cinquieme 
trimestre consécutif ou l’on observe de telles augmentations, 
sinon davantage. La hausse année sur année se chiffre a 
20.670. en ‘dollars ‘courants, “ce gui coincide’ avec 
l’augmentation de 20.8% prévue pour 1988 selon les resultats 
de l’enquéte menée en juillet sur la perspective des 
investissements privés et publics. Les dépenses 
d’'investissement sont particulierement fortes dans l’industrie 
forestiére, les mines, la fabrication et les services publics. 


Le taux d’accumulation des stocks commerciaux non 
agricoles est assez élevé au deuxieme trimestre, une 
tendance observée au cours des deux trimestres precedents. 
Les mises en stocks sont particulierement fortes dans la 
fabrication; |’'accumulation des stocks de matieres brutes 
observée dans plusieurs industries fait suite a une 
augmentation des commandes en arriere. Ce nouvel 
accroissement des stocks porte le ratio des stocks aux ventes 
finales (calculees ici comme la somme des dépenses en 
biens de consommation, des dépenses non salariales des 
administrations, des exportations de marchandises et des 
dépenses d’investissement en machines et materiel et en 
matériaux de construction) un peu au-dessus de la tendance 
a plus long terme (voir le graphique 2). 


Les exportations et les importations augmentent 
sensiblement en volume au cours du trimestre (+3.0 % et 
+44 % respectivement). Les exportations de marchandises 
progressent légerement moins rapidement que les 
importations, tandis que les exportations de services sont a la 
baisse et les importations de services, a la hausse. Les ex- 
portations de blé, de matériel de transport et de produits 
chimiques augmentent, tandis que celles de minerais 
métalliques et de charbon diminuent. Les importations de 
biens et matiéres industriels sont a la hausse, ainsi que celles 
de machines et matériel. Les importations de pieces 
automobiles et d’aéronefs diminuent. 


Aux prix de 1981, les dépenses publiques courantes en 
biens et services s’accroissent de 0.2 %, et les dépenses en 
investissement des administrations, de 1.5 % au deuxieme 
trimestre. Par rapport a l'année précédente, le total des 
dépenses publiques courantes et de capital s’accroit de 5.9 
% en dollars courants et de 3.0 % en volume. 


Indices implicites de prix 


L’inflation ralentit |egérement au deuxiéme trimestre de 
1988. L’indice implicite de prix du PIB est en hausse de 
0.8%, comparativement a 1.0% au premier trimestre. Le taux 
d'inflation par rapport a l’année précédente s’éetablit a 3.6%. 
Les prix a limportation baissent de 2.5% au deuxieme 
trimestre, et de 4.4% par rapport a l’annee precedente, 
surtout a cause de l’appréciation toujours forte du dollar 
canadien par rapport a la devise américaine. L’indice 
implicite de prix de la demande intérieure finale augmente 
moins rapidement que l’indice implicite de prix du PIB, soit 
de 2.5% seulement par rapport a l'année precedente, ce qui 
coincide avec la tendance des prix a l’importation.

Output by Industry 


Real GDP at factor cost increased 0.9% in the 
second quarter, a pickup from the 0.7% growth rate in 
the first quarter. The services-producing industries 
continued to account for more than three-quarters of 
the growth in the economy as they did in the first 
quarter. 


In the goods sector, output growth was con- 
centrated in the durable manufacturing and mining 
industries. The primary metals, motor vehicle, aircraft 
and wood industries all recorded substantial increases. 
In the services sector, the leading industries included 
the finance, insurance and real estate, wholesale trade, 
communication and community, business and 
personal services industries. 


Components of Income 


Labour income rose 1.6% in the second quarter, a 
rate well below the 2.1% recorded in the first quarter. 
The year-over-year increase was 7.2%, down from 
7.8% in the first quarter. Weaker paid-worker 
employment growth accounted for some of the 
slowdown (see chart 3). Large retroactive wage 
payments in the second quarter of 1987 also lowered 
the year-over-year growth rate.

Production par branche d’activite 


Le PIB réel au cout des facteurs progresse de 0.9% au 
deuxieme trimestre, soit plus rapidement qu’au premier 
(+0.7%). Les branches productrices de services contribuent 
pour plus des trois quarts a la croissance, comme au premier 
trimestre. 


S’agissant des biens, la croissance touche principalement 
la fabrication de biens durables et les mines. On note une 
augmentation appréciable dans les industries de la premiere 
transformation des métaux, des vehicules automobiles, des 
aéronefs et du bois. Dans le cas des services, les branches 
en plus forte progression comprennent les finances, 
assurances et affaires immobiliéres, le commerce de gros, les 
communications ainsi que les services socio-culturels, 
commerciaux et personnels. 


Agregats du revenu 


Le revenu du travail augmente de 1.6 % au deuxieme 
trimestre, soit un rythme bien inférieur au 2.1% enregistre au 
premier trimestre. L’augmentation par rapport a l’annee 
precedente se chiffre a 7.2%, contre 7.8% le trimestre 
precedent. Le ralentissement de la croissance de l'emploi 
remuneré explique une partie de cette diminution (voir le 
graphique 3). Les importants paiements retroactifs de 
salaires au deuxieme trimestre de 1987 viennent egalement 
reduire le taux de croissance par rapport a l’annee 
precedente. 


Corporation profits before taxes increased 3.3% 
after decreasing marginally in the first quarter. They 
remained 12.0% above their year-earlier level. 
Industrial corporations, particularly in the metal mining, 
transportation equipment and primary metals 
industries, recorded the largest increases. Interest 
and miscellaneous investment income rose 2.8%, 
partly reflecting higher interest rates. Farm income, 
seasonally adjusted, was similar to the level in the first 
quarter. Continuing strong wheat sales, rising prices 
and large government subsidies were contributing 
factors. 


Government Sector 


Total government sector revenue on a national 
accounts basis rose 2.5% in the quarter. Most revenue 
sources recorded increases. Some provinces raised 
retail taxes in their spring budgets, leading to higher 
indirect tax revenues. Interest and royalty revenues 
also increased. The extra one-time tax revenue 
resulting from the acceleration of payments of federal 
sales and excise taxes beginning in the second quarter 
is not reflected in this increase (see technical note 
following). Since total government expenditure 
including transfers recorded almost no increase in the 
quarter, net borrowing dropped substantially, from 
$22.8 billion in the first quarter to $17.0 billion in the 
second. Most of the drop occurred at the provincial 
government level. 


Technical Note on Accelerated Tax Remittances 


In 1988 the federal government began requiring 
accelerated payment of source deductions for 
employees’ personal income tax liabilities, 
unemployment insurance contributions and Canada 
Pension Plan contributions, and of sales and excise 
taxes. The acceleration in payment of employee 
source deductions took effect on January 1, 1988 and 
that of sales and excise taxes in mid-June 1988. 
Special adjustments have been made to exclude from 
the accounts the one-time transitional revenue impact 
due to these measures. 


In principle, the accounts seek to measure taxes 
on an accrual basis rather than on a collections basis. 
In practice, source data limitations make this very 
difficult. In most instances tax collections are used as 
a proxy for accruals. The acceleration in remittances 
will make collections a better proxy for accruals than 
previously. However, there was an irregular increase 
in collections in the period of introduction, reflecting 
the changed payment arrangements rather than 
income and expenditure flows on which the taxes were 
levied. 


Les bénéfices des sociétés avant impdts augmentent de 
3.3 %, apres une baisse minime le trimestre précédent. Ils 
dépassent de 12.0 % leur niveau d’un an plus tdt. Les 
hausses les plus fortes s’observent chez les sociétés 
industrielles, notamment dans l’extraction des minerais 
métalliques, la premiere transformation des métaux et 
l’6quipement de transport. Les intéréts et revenus divers de 
placements s’accroissent de 2.8 %, ce qui traduit en partie la 
majoration des taux d’interét. Le revenu agricole 
désaisonnalisé reste a son niveau du premier trimestre. Des 
ventes de blé toujours fortes, la hausse des prix et 
d’importantes subventions des administrations ont également 
contribué a cette situation. 


Secteur des administrations 


Le total des recettes du secteur des administrations sur 
la base des comptes nationaux augmente de 2.5% au 
deuxieme trimestre. La plupart des sources de recettes sont 
en progression. Certaines provinces ont augmente les taxes 
sur les ventes au detail dans leur budget du printemps, ce qui 
a entrainé une augmentation des recettes sous forme 
d’impéts indirects. Les intéréts et les redevances augmentent 
également. La recette fiscale supplementaire unique resultant 
de l’accélération du versement des taxes fédérales de vente 
et d’accise a compter du deuxieme trimestre n’est pas prise 
en compte dans cette augmentation (voir la note technique 
ci-dessous). Comme le total des dépenses publiques, y 
compris les transferts, n’a pratiquement pas augmente au 
deuxieme trimestre, les emprunts nets diminuent 
sensiblement, tombant de $22.8 milliards au premier 
trimestre a $17.0 milliards au deuxieme. Pratiquement toute 
cette diminution s’observe au niveau des administrations 
provinciales. 


Note technique sur les versements d’impots accéléerés 


En 1988, l’administration féedérale a commence a 
réeclamer un paiement acceléré par les employeurs des 
déductions a la source des employés au titre de l’impdt sur le 
revenu des particuliers et des cotisations a |l’assurance- 
chémage et au Régime de pensions du Canada, ainsi que 
des taxes de vente et d’accise. L’acceélération des 
versements des déductions a la source des employes est 
entrée en vigueur le 1& janvier 1988, et celle des taxes de 
vente et d’accise, a la mi-juin 1988. Des corrections 
spéciales ont été apportées afin d’exclure des comptes 
impact unique provisoire de ces mesures. 


En principe, les comptes visent a mesurer les impots sur 
une base d’exercice plutot que sur une base de perception. 
Dans la pratique, les limites des données originales rendent 
ce travail tres difficile. Le plus souvent, on se sert des 
perceptions d'impdots comme une approximation des impots a 
recevoir. L’accélération des versements fera des perceptions 
une meilleure approximation des impots a recevoir 
qu’auparavant. Toutefois, il y a eu une augmentation 
irreguliére des perceptions au cours de la periode initiale, ce 
qui traduit l’introduction des nouvelles mesures plutot que les 
revenus et les dépenses sur lesquels les impots ont ete 
préleves. 
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In the case of employee source deductions, the 
additional revenue included in the first quarter due to 
the acceleration is estimated to be $1.2 billion. In the 
preliminary first quarter accounts these additional tax 
collections were flowed through the personal and 
government sectors in the normal way, reducing 
personal saving and increasing government net 
lending. As was noted in the preliminary accounts, the 
decline in personal saving gave a misleading 
indication of consumer behaviour in the quarter, since 
the acceleration in remittances only affected 
employers’ cash flow and did not affect employees. In 
these revised first quarter estimates, personal income 
taxes have been adjusted to remove the impact of the 
accelerated remittances with the result that personal 
saving and government net lending are no longer 
affected. A corresponding adjustment will be made in 
the National Accounts - Public Accounts 
reconciliation. 


The additional revenue due to the acceleration in 
sales and excise tax remittances is estimated to be 
$1.6 billion, of which $1.1 billion was in the second 
quarter. Initially the acceleration was expected to take 
effect on April 1, 1988. In fact its implementation was 
delayed to mid-June, although some businesses 
switched to the accelerated payment schedule on the 
April 1 date originally announced. The second quarter 
accounts include an adjustment to indirect taxes to 
remove the amount due to the acceleration. Again, a 
corresponding adjustment will be made in the National 
Accounts —- Public Accounts reconciliation. 


Dans le cas des déductions a la source des employes, on 
estime que les recettes supplementaires prises en compte au 
premier trimestre en raison de cette accélération s’élevent a 
$1.2 milliard. Dans les comptes provisoires du premier 
trimestre, ces perceptions d’impdts supplémentaires ont ete 
acheminées par les secteurs des particuliers et des 
administrations de la facon habituelle, sous forme d’une 
réduction de |’épargne des particuliers et d’une augmentation 
des préts nets des administrations. Comme on l’a signalé 
dans les comptes provisoires, la diminution de l’épargne 
personnelle donnait une indication trompeuse du 
comportement des consommateurs au cours du trimestre, 
puisque l’accélération des versements ne touchait que la 


_trésorerie des employeurs, et non pas les employés. Dans 


ces estimations révisées du premier trimestre, on a corrigé 
les impdéts sur le revenu des particuliers afin d’éliminer 
impact de ces versements accélérés et, par conséquent, 
|’epargne des particuliers et les préts nets des administrations 
ne sont plus touchés. Une correction semblable sera apportée 
dans le rapprochement des comptes nationaux et des 
comptes publics. 


On estime que les recettes supplementaires deécoulant 
des versements accélérés des taxes de vente et d’accise 
devraient atteindre $1.6 milliard, dont $1.1 milliard au 
deuxiéme trimestre. A lorigine, cette accélération devait 
entrer en vigueur le 1&° avril 1988, mais sa mise en place a 
eté en fait repoussée jusqu’a la mi-juin, bien que certaines 
entreprises aient adopte le calendrier prévu a l’origine pour le 
1€" avril. Les comptes du deuxieme trimesire comprennent 
une correction des impdts indirects afin d’en éliminer le 
montant résultant de cette accelération. La encore, une 
correction correspondante sera faite dans le rapprochement 
des comptes nationaux et des comptes publics.

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The System of National Accounts 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
since the close of the Second World War in a series of publica- 
tions relating to their constituent parts. These have now reached a 
stage of evolution where they can be termed a “System of 
National Accounts”. For purposes of identification, all publications 
(containing tables of statistics, descriptions of conceptual 
frameworks and descriptions of sources and methods) which make 
up this System carry the term “System of National Accounts” as 
a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expenditure 
Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) 
were, historically speaking, the first set of statistics to be referred 
to with the title “National Accounts” (National Accounts, Income 
and Expenditure). The Balance of International Payments data 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 67) are also part of the System of 
National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and 
Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on goods 
and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables of the 
System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The Catalogue Nos. 
Carrying the prefix 15 also provide measures of the contribution of 
each industry to total Gross Domestic Product at factor cost as 
well as Productivity Measures. 


Both the Input-Output tables and the estimates of Gross 
Domestic Product by Industry use the establishment as the 
primary unit of industrial production. Measures of financial 
transactions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics and the legal 
entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. Balance 
sheets of outstanding assets and liabilities are published annually. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts can 
be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, direct 
comparisons amongst those parts which use the establishment as 
the basic unit and those which use the legal entity can be carried 
out only at highly aggregated levels of data. However, Statistics 
Canada is continuing research on enterprise company 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be feasible to 
reclassify the data which are on one basis (say the establishment 
basis) to correspond to the units employed on another (the 
company or the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international standard 
as described in the United Nations publication: A System of 
National Accounts (Studies in Methods, Series F, No. 2 Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and Social Affairs, 
United Nations, New York, 1968). 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux ont fait l'objet depuis la fin 
de la Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une série de publications 
portant sur leurs éléments constitutifs. Ils ont connu une telle 
evolution qu’on peut maintenant les qualifier de “Systeme de 
comptabilité nationale”. Aux fins d’identification, toutes les 
publications qui font partie du systeme (elles contiennent des tableaux 
statistiques, la description du cadre théorique et |’explication des 
sources et des méthodes) portent le titre général de “Systeme de 
comptabilité nationale”. 


Le systeme de comptabilité nationale du Canada se divise en 
plusieurs categories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et trimestriels 
des revenus et des dépenses (paraissant dans les publications dont le 
numéro de catalogue commence par 13) ont constitue le premier 
ensemble de statistiques a 6tre connu sous le titre de “Comptes 
nationaux” (Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses). Les données 
sur la balance canadienne des paiements internationaux (numéro de 
catalogue commengant par 67) font également partie du systeme de 
comptabilité nationale; elles ont méme existe avant les comptes des 
revenus et dépenses. 


Une nomenclature beaucoup plus deétaillee d’industries et de 
biens et services figure dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties du 
systeme (numéro de catalogue commengant par 15). Les publications 
dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 15 comprennent aussi 
les mesures de l’apport de chaque branche d’activité au total du 
produit intérieur brut au cout des facteurs ainsi que les mesures de 
productivite. 


L’établissement est l’unité primaire de production industrielle tant 
dans les tableaux d’entrées-sorties que dans les estimations du 
produit intérieur brut par activité économique. Les comptes de flux 
financiers (publications dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 
13) mesurent les opérations financieres. Les catégories de préteurs et 
d’instruments financiers forment les elements de base de ces 
Statistiques et la personne morale est le point de départ du 
classement des agents économiques. Les comptes du bilan des actifs 
et passifs en circulation sont disponibles annuellement. 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement intégré dans lequel les diverses categories de 
comptes peuvent étre considérées comme des sous-systemes 
étroitement lies entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, on ne 
peut faire de comparaison directe entre les elements bases sur 
l'établissement et ceux qui sont bases sur l’entite juridique que 
lorsque les données sont groupées dans des categories tres 
générales. Toutefois, Statistique Canada poursuit ses recherches sur 
les relations entre l’entreprise, la société et |’etablissement. Il sera 
peut-6tre possible un jour de reclasser les données éetablies sur une 
certaine base (|’établissement par exemple) de maniere a les faire 
correspondre aux données établies sur une autre base (société ou 
entreprise). 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeme de comptabilite nationale 
du Canada suit de tres prés la norme internationale exposee dans la 
publication des Nations Unies intitulee Systeme de comptabilité 
nationale (Etudes meéthodologiques, série F, n° 2, rev. 3, Bureau de 
Statistique, Département des affaires economiques et sociales, 
Nations Unies, New York, 1970). 


This publication includes revised seasonally adjusted 
data from the first quarter 1988. The revisions reflect 
Statistical changes resulting from revised source data 
and seasonal patterns. 


Seasonally adjusted data and data unadjusted for 
seasonal variation for the period 1947 to date are 
available on day of release through CANSIM, and in 
computer printouts. Data are also available on dis- 
kette.

Accounts 
Third Quarter 1988 


Gross domestic product at market prices grew 
1.9% in the third quarter to a level of $602.1 billion, 
seasonally adjusted at annual rates. GDP in 1981 
prices rose 0.7% and the GDP implicit price index 
increased 1.3%. In the first three quarters of the year 
taken together, total output was 4.6% higher than in 
the corresponding period in 1987 and prices were 
4.1% higher (see charts 1 and 2).

Le produit intérieur brut aux prix du marche augmente de 
1.9% au troisieme trimestre de 1988 pour atteindre $602.1 
milliards, apres désaisonnalisation au taux annuel. Le PIB aux 
prix de 1981 s’accroit de 0.7%, et l’indice implicite de prix du 
PIB, de 1.3%. Pour l'ensemble des trois premiers trimestres 
de 1988, la production totale dépasse de 4.6% celle de la 
période correspondante de 1987, et les prix sont plus eleves 
de 4.1% (voir graphiques 1 et 2).

All major components of domestic demand 
advanced in the third quarter, while external demand 
dropped sharply. Consumer spending grew 1.1% in 
volume terms. The business sector sustained the 
strong upsurge in plant and equipment investment 
underway since early 1987 with a further 1.5% 
increase. Residential investment activity rose 1.2% 
after a slight decline in late 1987 and early 1988. 
However real exports fell 2.6%. 


Tous les principaux agrégats de la demande intérieure 
augmentent au troisieme trimestre, tandis que la demande 
exterieure baisse fortement. LES cepenses ccs 
consommateurs augmentent de 1.1% en volume.

Components of Demand 


Consumer spending growth picked up in the 
second and third quarters of 1988 after stalling in the 
first quarter. The durable goods category led the 
rebound with volume increases of 1.8% in the second 
quarter and 1.9% in the third (see chart 3). Personal 
income tax rate reductions taking effect on July 1 and 
lower import prices provided some stimulus to 
demand. Higher purchases of new and used motor 
vehicles and home entertainment equipment led the 
third quarter increase in durable goods spending. 
Consumer outlays grew more moderately in the 
semi-durable and non-durable goods categories, 
with clothing and footwear sales continuing to recover 
following a sharp first quarter decline. In the services 
category, real expenditure continued to increase 
steadily. Expenditures on restaurants and hotels have 
increased notably in 1988, reflecting higher travel 
expenditures both by Canadians and by non- 
residents travelling in Canada. 


New residential construction activity rose 3.2% in 
the third quarter, after declines in the previous three 
quarters (see chart 4). The increase was mostly 
accounted for by single dwelling construction in 
Ontario and a pickup in construction of all types of 
units in the western provinces. The housing resale 
market weakened somewhat in the third quarter, 
although real transfer costs remained 13.0% above 
their year-earlier level. Constant dollar spending on 
alterations and improvements to existing dwellings was 
essentially unchanged in the quarter. 


Business spending on plant and equipment 
continued to be very strong in the quarter. Real 
investment outlays grew 1.5% in the third quarter 
alone and 28.0% over the past six quarters. Machinery 
and equipment outlays were up 1.3%, the seventeenth 
consecutive substantial quarterly increase. Non- 
residential construction investment grew 1.8%. 


The rate of business non-farm inventory 
investment moderated in the third quarter. 
Manufacturing, wholesale trade and gold inventories all 
contributed to the decline in the rate of stock- 
building, while retail trade inventories built up more 
rapidly. Within manufacturing, durable goods 
industries increased their inventories as the unfilled 
orders backlog rose, but non-durable industries 
reduced their stock levels. 


A large farm inventory liquidation in the first half of 
the year gave way to a much smaller reduction in the 
third quarter. Lower wheat exports were. the major 
factor. 


Agregats de la demande 


La croissance des dépenses de consommation s’acceélere 
aux deuxiéme et troisiéme trimestres de 1988 apres avoir ete 
freinée au premier. C’est la categorie de biens durables qui 
progresse le plus, avec des augmentations en volume de 
1.8% au deuxiéme trimestre et de 1.9% au troisieme (voir 
graphique 3). Les réductions des taux de l’impot sur le 
revenu des particuliers, en vigueur le 1& juillet, et la baisse 
des prix a l'importation ont contribue a stimuler la demande. 
Ce sont les achats de vehicules neufs et usages et de 
matériel de loisirs qui progressent le plus au troisieme 
trimestre dans la categorie des biens durables: La hausse 
des dépenses de consommation en biens semi-durables et 
non durables a été plus modérée, les ventes de vetements et 
de chaussures continuant a se raffermir apres un déclin 
marque au premier trimestre. On observe une augmentation 
soutenue des dépenses réelles en services. Les déepenses 
au titre des restaurants et hdtels augmentent sensiblement en 
1988, ce qui traduit la hausse des depenses de voyage des 
Canadiens et des non-résidents au Canada. 


L’activite dans la construction résidentielle neuve 
progresse de 3.2% au troisieme trimestre, apres avoir baisse 
au cours des trois trimestres precedents (voir graphique 4). 
Cette augmentation est surtout imputable a la construction de 
maisons unifamiliales en Ontario et a un redressement de la 
construction de tous les types de logements dans les 
provinces de |’Ouest. Le marche de la revente s’affaiblit 
quelque peu au troisieme trimestre, bien que les couts de 
transferts réels dépassent de 13.0% leur niveau d’un an plus 
tot. Les dépenses en volume au titre des modifications et 
ameliorations aux logements existants demeurent 
pratiquement inchangées au cours du trimestre. 


Les dépenses des entreprises en usines et materiel sont 
toujours trés fortes au troisieme trimestre. Les dépenses 
réelles d’investissement s’accroissent de 1.5% au troisieme 


trimestre seulement et de 28.0% au cours des six derniers 


trimestres. Les dépenses en machines et materiel 
augmentent de 1.3%, ce qui en fait la dix-septieme 
augmentation trimestrielle consecutive importante. Les 
investissements en construction non residentielle progressent 
de 1.8%. 


Le taux d’accumulation des stocks commerciaux non 
agricoles se ralentit au troisieme trimestre. Les stocks d’or 
et ceux dans la fabrication et le commerce de gros 
contribuent tous a la baisse du taux des mises en stocks, 
tandis que ceux du commerce de détail s’accumulent plus 
rapidement. Dans la fabrication, les branches productrices de 
biens durables accroissent les stocks en raison de 
l’'augmentation des commandes en carnet alors que les 
branches productrices de biens non durables les reduisent. 


La forte liquidation des stocks agricoles au premier 
semestre de l’année est suivie d’une baisse beaucoup plus 
faible au troisieme trimestre, surtout attribuable a la baisse 
des exportations de ble.

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Real merchandise exports dropped 3.1% in the 
quarter while service exports grew 2.7%. The decline 
in the merchandise category was widespread, with the 
most substantial decreases in grains, crude and 
refined petroleum, lumber, chemicals, industrial 
machinery and automobile parts. One important 
underlying factor has been the ongoing appreciation of 
the Canadian dollar vis-a-vis the United States 
dollar, totalling 15% since early 1986. 


The volume of merchandise imports fell in the 
third quarter by 2.5%. Notable drops occurred in 
imports of auto parts, crude petroleum, office 
machines, communication equipment and _ aircraft. 
Service imports increased 2.2% in volume terms. 


Government current expenditure on goods and 
services rose 0.3% and government spending on fixed 
capital grew 0.9% in the third quarter, both measured 
in 1981 prices. 


Implicit Price Indexes 


The GDP implicit price index rose 1.3% in the 
third quarter, following a 0.8% increase in the second 
quarter. A large increase in export prices accounted 
for much of the pickup. Prices for exports of grains, 
coal, aluminum, zinc and woodpulp all increased. 
Consumer goods prices inflated 0.9% in the third

Indices implicites de prix

troisieme trimestre, apres avoir augmente de 0.8% au 
second.

quarter, a slight drop from the second quarter rate. 
Prices for consumer services also rose less rapidly. 
The Canadian dollar appreciated a further 0.8% vis- 
a-vis the U.S. dollar in the third quarter and was up 
8.4% on a year-over-year basis. This continuing 
appreciation has had a moderating effect on domestic 
demand prices in Canada. The 0.2% drop in the 
implicit price index for imports of goods and services 
in the third quarter was the ninth such decrease in the 
past 10 quarters. Reflecting this dampening influence, 
the implicit price index for final domestic demand was 
up only 2.9% on a year-over-year basis in the third 
quarter. 


Output by Industry 


On an industry basis, about two-thirds of the 
third quarter gain originated among services- 
producing industries. The 0.9% output gain in these 
industries followed increases of 1.1% in both the first 
and the second quarters. Goods-producing 
industries advanced 0.6% in the third quarter 
compared to 0.9% in the second and a decline of 
0.1% in the first quarter. 


Among the industries which contributed 
substantially to the third quarter increase were finance, 
insurance and real estate services, construction and 
manufacturing industries. Other more moderate gains 
were recorded in retail trade, mining and community, 
business and personal services. Output declines were 
recorded in agriculture and forestry operations. 


Virtually all the growth in manufacturing. was 
accounted for by increased output of office, store and 
business machines, which has grown at a robust pace 
of more than 10% per quarter so far in 1988. This 
jump was led mostly by production of computer- 
related products and components. The increase of 
2.1% in total construction followed two quarters with 
virtually no growth. 


Components of Income 


After increasing 2.2% and 1.6% in the first and 
second quarters, wages, salaries and supplementary 
labour income grew 1.3% in the third quarter. Average 
labour income per employee continued to grow 
steadily at the 1.1% quarterly rate observed in the first 
two quarters of the year. The weakening growth 
pattern in total labour income was a reflection of the 
trend in paid-worker employment, which rose 1.1% in 
the first quarter, 0.5% in the second and 0.2% in the 
third. 


Corporation profits before taxes increased 3.9% in 
the third quarter. Industrial corporations experienced 
lower profits but these were offset by strong profit 
increases in construction and finance.

Ce redressement continu 
de la devise canadienne a un effet modérateur sur les prix de 
la demande intérieure au Canada. La chute de 0.2% de 
indice implicite de prix des importations de biens et 
services au troisieme trimestre est la neuvieme que |’on 
observe au cours des dix derniers trimestres. En raison de 
cette influence modeératrice, l’indice implicite de prix de la 
demande intérieure finale n’augmente que de 2.9% au 
troisieme trimestre par rapport a l’'annee precedente. 


Production par branche d’activite 


Environ les deux tiers du gain dans la production au 
troisieme trimestre proviennent des branches productrices de 
services. L’augmentation de 0.9% de la production dans les 
services fait suite a des hausses de 1.1% aux premier et 
deuxieme trimestres. Dans les branches productrices de 
biens, on observe une progression de 0.6% au troisieme 
trimestre, contre une hausse de 0.9% au deuxiéme et un 
recul de 0.1% au premier. 


Les branches de la construction, de la fabrication et des 
finances, assurances et affaires immobilieres sont parmi 
celles qui contribuent le plus a la croissance au troisieme 
trimestre. On note des hausses plus modérees dans le cas 
du commerce de détail, des mines et des services socio- 
culturels, commerciaux et personnels. La production diminue 
dans |’agriculture et l'industrie forestiere. 


Dans la fabrication, la croissance est presque uniquement 
attribuable a la production accrue d’ordinateurs et d'autres 
machines de bureau, ou l’on observe un fort taux de 
croissance, superieur a 10% jusqu’a maintenant par trimestre 
en 1988. Cette progression est alimentee principalement par 
la fabrication de produits et de composantes d’ordinateurs. 
La hausse de 2.1% de |’activite dans la construction fait suite 
a deux trimestres sans grande croissance. 


Agréegats du revenu 


Apres avoir enregistre des hausses de 2.2% et de 1.6% 
respectivement aux premier et deuxieme trimestres de 
l'année, la remunération des salaries augmente de 1.3% au 
troisieme. Le revenu moyen du travail par personne occupee 
continue de progresser a un rythme soutenu au taux 
trimestriel de 1.1% observé au cours des deux premiers 
trimestres de l’année. Le ralentissement de la croissance 
dans le revenu total du travail traduit la tendance de l'emploi 
des travailleurs remunérés, en hausse de 1.1 % au premier 
trimestre, de 0.5% au deuxieme et de 0.2% au troisieme. 


Les bénéfices des sociétés avant impdots augmentent de 
3.9% au troisieme trimestre. Les societés industrielles 
enregistrent une baisse des bénefices, compensée toutefois 
par les fortes progressions dans la construction et les 
finances. 


XI 


Interest and miscellaneous investment income 
increased marginally in the third quarter, as it was 
restrained by lower government investment income. 
Farm income, seasonally adjusted, was lower than in 
the first half of the year when strong wheat exports 
and government subsidies gave it a boost. 


Personal income grew 1.8% in the third quarter. 
Income taxes declined 0.2%, resulting in a 2.4% 
increase in personal disposable income. As consumer 
expenditure rose only 1.9% in current dollar terms, the 
personal saving rate edged up to 8.4% from 8.0% in 
the second quarter.

The System of National Accounts 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been developed 
since the close of the Second World War in a series of 
publications relating to their constituent parts. These have now 
reached a stage of evolution where they can be termed a 
“System of National Accounts”. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, descriptions of 
conceptual frameworks and descriptions of sources and 
methods) which make up this System carry the term “System of 
National Accounts” as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada consists of 
several parts. The annual and quarterly Income and Expenditure 
Accounts (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) 
were, historically speaking, the first set of statistics to be referred 
to with the title “National Accounts” (National Accounts, Income 
and Expenditure). The Balance of International Payments data 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 67) are also part of the System of 
National Accounts and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and 
Expenditure Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries and on 
goods and services is portrayed in the Input-Output Tables of 
the System (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 15). The Catalogue Nos. 
Carrying the prefix 15 also provide measures of the contribution 
of each industry to total Gross Domestic Product at factor cost 
as well as Productivity Measures. 


Both the Input-Output tables and the estimates of Gross 
Domestic Product by Industry use the establishment as the 
primary unit of industrial production. Measures of financial 
transactions are provided by the Financial Flow Accounts 
(Catalogue Nos. with prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial 
instruments are the primary detail in these statistics and the legal 
entity is the main unit of classification of transactors. Balance 
sheets of outstanding assets and liabilities are published 
annually. 


The System of National Accounts provides an overall 
conceptually integrated framework in which the various parts can 
be considered as interrelated sub-systems. At present, direct 
comparisons amongst those parts which use the establishment 
as the basic unit and those which use the legal entity can be 
carried out only at highly aggregated levels of data. However, 
Statistics Canada is continuing research on enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be feasible to 
reclassify the data which are on one basis (say the 
establishment basis) to correspond to the units employed on 
another (the company or the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of National 
Accounts bears a close relationship to the international standard 
as described in the United Nations publication: A System of 
National Accounts (Studies in Methods, Series F, No. 2 Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and Social Affairs, 
United Nations, New York, 1968). 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale 


Au Canada, les comptes nationaux ont fait l'objet depuis la fin de la 
Seconde Guerre mondiale de toute une serie de publications portant sur 
leurs elements constitutifs. lls ont connu une telle evolution qu’on peut 
maintenant les qualifier de “Systeme de comptabilite nationale”. Aux fins 
d’identification, toutes les publications qui font partie du systeme (elles 
contiennent des tableaux statistiques, la description du cadre theorique et 
explication des sources et des methodes) portent le titre general de 
“Systeme de comptabilite nationale”. 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale du Canada se divise en 
plusieurs categories de comptes. Les comptes annuels et trimestriels des 
revenus et des dépenses (paraissant dans les publications dont le 
numero de catalogue commence par 13) ont constitue le premier 
ensemble de statistiques a étre connu sous le titre de “Comptes 
nationaux” (Comptes nationaux, revenus et dépenses). Les données sur 
la balance canadienne des paiements internationaux (numero de 
catalogue commencant par 67) font egalement partie du systeme de 
comptabilite nationale; elles ont méme existe avant les comptes des 
revenus et depenses. 


Une nomenclature beaucoup plus deétaillee d’industries et de biens 
et services figure dans les tableaux d’entrees-sorties du systeme 
(numéro de catalogue commencant par 15). Les publications dont le 
numéro de catalogue commence par 15 comprennent aussi les mesures 
de l’apport de chaque branche d’activité au total du produit interieur brut 
au cout des facteurs ainsi que les mesures de productivite. 


L’établissement est l’unité primaire de production industrielle tant 
dans les tableaux d’entrees-sorties que dans les estimations du produit 
intérieur brut par activite Economique. Les comptes de flux financiers 
(publications dont le numéro de catalogue commence par 13) mesurent 
les operations financieres. Les categories de préteurs et d’instruments 
financiers forment les elements de base de ces statistiques et la 
personne morale est le point de depart du classement des agents 
économiques. Les comptes du bilan des actifs et passifs en circulation 
sont disponibles annuellement. 


Le systeme de comptabilite nationale constitue un ensemble 
conceptuellement integré dans lequel les diverses categories de comptes 
peuvent étre considérees comme des sous-systemes eétroitement lies 
entre eux. Au stade actuel de développement, on ne peut faire de 
comparaison directe entre les Glements basés sur |’etablissement et ceux 
qui sont basés sur l’entite juridique que lorsque les données sont 
groupées dans des catégories tres genérales. Toutefois, Statistique 
Canada poursuit ses recherches sur les relations entre l’entreprise, la 
société et |’etablissement. Il sera peut-etre possible un jour de reclasser 
les données établies sur une certaine base (|’établissement par exemple) 
de maniére a les faire correspondre aux données etablies sur une autre 
base (société ou entreprise). 


Dans ses grandes lignes, le systeme de comptabilite nationale du 
Canada suit de tres pres la norme internationale exposee dans la 
publication des Nations Unies intitulee Systeme de comptabilite 
nationale (Etudes méthodologiques, serie F, n° 2, rev. 3, Bureau de 
statistique, Département des affaires economiques et sociales, Nations 
Unies, New York, 1970).

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Summary of Economic 
Developments in 1988 


National Income and Expenditure Accounts 
Preliminary Annual 1988 


Gross domestic product at market prices grew 
8.9% in 1988 to $599 billion. GDP in constant 1981 
prices rose 4.5% and the GDP implicit price index 
increased 4.2% (see Chart 1). The now six-year-old 
expansion proceeded at a moderate pace through the 
year.

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Final domestic demand rose 5.9% in volume 
terms during 1988. The strongest demand component 
by far was business outlays for plant and equipment, 
which rose 17.8%. This was the largest annual 
percentage increase since 1956 and it followed annual 
increases averaging 6.4% in the previous three years. 
Residential investment grew moderately, also after 
very large increases in the previous three years. 
Consumer spending increased at about the same rate 
as total GDP, while government expenditure grew less

Gross domestic product at factor cost, which is 
derived by estimating value added by industry, rose 
4.4% in 1988. Goods production grew 4.5% and 
services output rose 4.3%. Growth was strongest in 
mining, construction, wholesale trade and 
transportation. The manufacturing, retail trade, finance, 
insurance and real estate and community, business 
and personal services industries also recorded large 
increases. Production in the agriculture industry fell 
sharply because of the drought. 


Components of Demand 


Investment spending led the economy in 1988. 
High levels of capacity utilization in many 
manufacturing industries, rising profitability and lower 
prices for capital goods were important underlying 
factors. Business purchases of machinery and 
equipment rose 21.6% in volume terms after increases 
averaging 9.8% annually in the previous four years. 
Business non-residential construction investment rose 
11.9%. Engineering construction on projects such as 
highways, oil and gas development, dams and bridges 
grew 8.2% following five years of decline. Non- 
residential building construction increased 15.7% after 
8.1% growth in 1987. 


Residential construction investment grew 4.8% in 
real terms, a fourth consecutive year of significant 
growth despite rising interest rates and higher housing 
prices. While there was no further increase in new 
construction put-in-place, spending on alterations and 
improvements to existing dwellings rose 10.9% and 
real estate commissions advanced 11.4%, both 
measured in constant dollar terms. The housing 
market was especially active in Central Canada.

In current dollar terms, total gross investment rose 
15.0% to $133.7 billion in 19881. As shown in Chart 2, 
this investment was financed primarily by the gross 
savings of the corporate and government business 
enterprise sector and of the persons and 
unincorporated business sector, although the share 
accounted for by the latter dropped for the sixth 
consecutive year.

Real consumer expenditure grew 4.3%. As in 
1987, the increase reflected both higher incomes and 
lower saving by the personal sector. Personal 
disposable income grew 6.8% while the implicit price 
index for personal expenditure rose 3.5%. Consumer 
credit increased about 16% (in current dollars), similar 
to the increase in 1987. Consumption was relatively 
weak at the beginning of the year but strengthened 
around mid-year, stimulated in part by lower income 
tax deductions-at-source. All provinces experienced 
stronger retail sales in the second half of the year, with 
the largest increases occurring in the Atlantic 
provinces, Alberta and British Columbia.

Consumer goods purchases rose 4.1% in volume 
terms, while spending on services increased 4.6%. 
Within the goods component, spending rose strongly 
on electricity and other fuels, partly because 
temperatures were colder on average in 1988 than in 
1987. Weaker spending on furniture and appliances 
reflected the levelling off of new housing construction 
during the year. Expenditures on trucks and vans 
continued to grow rapidly while virtually no volume 
growth was recorded for passenger car sales. 
Spending on clothing was particularly weak in 1988. 
Within the services component, expenditures on 
restaurants and hotels, air transportation and travel 
abroad advanced substantially. A sharp decline was 
recorded for stock and bond commissions. 


Total government current expenditure on goods 
and services rose more slowly than other major 
demand components in 1988. In current dollars the 
increases were 6.1% for the federal government, 6.9% 
for the provincial government sector, 7.8% for the local 
government sector and 6.1% for the rest of the 
government sector (consisting of hospitals and the 
Canada and Quebec Pension Plans) (see Chart 3). 
The total increase for all levels of government was 
6.8%, or 2.8% in volume terms. 


Business non-farm inventories accumulated at a 
slightly faster rate in 1988 compared to 1987. The rate 
of accumulation was very strong in the first half of the 
year but moderated in the second half. In 
manufacturing, the unfilled orders backlog rose and 
raw material inventories increased at a faster rate than 
in the previous year. In retail trade there were large 
accumulations in the first half of the year when 
consumer spending was relatively weak, and a much 
smaller net accumulation in the second half of the year 
when consumption was stronger. In wholesale trade, 
machinery and equipment inventories rose due to 
increased imports associated with the domestic capital 
spending upswing. Natural gas inventories were built 
up as domestic production surged 15%, stimulated by 
increased export demand. 


Farm inventories and grain in commercial channels 
fell in 1988. Strong grain export sales coupled with 
sharply reduced crops as a result of the drought 
explain the net liquidation of stocks. The direct effect 
of the drought itself is estimated to have been a 
production loss of about $1.8 billion in 1981 prices, or 
0.4% of real GDP. This estimate is based on the 
difference between the grain crop forecast that was 
done by Agriculture Canada in May 1988, before the 
extent of the drought was evident, and Statistics 
Canada’s current estimate of the crop, all valued in 
1981 prices. 


The economies of Canada’s major trading partners 
continued to expand in 1988 and Canada’s real exports 
were 8.8% higher than vines 19877 Exportswor 
merchandise rose 9.3% following a 6.7% increase the 
previous year. While the annual increase in real

Dans le commerce de détail, on observe une 
importante accumulation au premier semestre de |’annee 
lorsque les dépenses de consommation étaient relativement 
faibles, et une accumulation nette beaucoup plus faible au 
deuxigéme semestre coincidant avec la reprise de la 
consommation.

Les stocks agricoles et la valeur des céréales en circuit 
commercial diminuent en 1988. La liquidation nette des stocks 
s’explique par la vigueur des exportations de céreales 
conjuguée a la forte baisse des recoltes en raison de la 
sécheresse. On estime que la sécheresse proprement dite a 
directement entrainé une perte de production d’environ $1.8 
milliard aux prix de 1981, ou 0.4% du PIB réel. Cette 
estimation se fonde sur |’écart entre la valeur de la recolte de 
céréales projetée par Agriculture Canada en mai 1988, avant 
que |’étendue de la sécheresse ne soit connue, et sa valeur 
actuelle estimée par Statistique Canada, les deux eétant 
evaluees aux prix de 1981. 


Les economies des principaux partenaires Commerciaux 
du Canada continuent de croitre en 1988, et les exportations 
reelles du Canada dépassent de 8.8% celles de 1987. Les 
exportations de marchandises augmentent de 9.3% apres une 
hausse de 6.7% l'année precedente. Méme si l’'augmentation

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exports was quite large, the pattern through the year 
was one of decreasing strength. Merchandise exports 
rose 8.2% in the first half but declined 1.5% in the 
second half. The annual advance was widespread, 
with particular gains in automotive products and 
industrial materials. As in 1987, export sales to Japan 
and parts of Europe increased very substantially. 
Exports of services rose 3.7% in 1988 due mainly to 
higher expenditures of foreign tourists in Canada. 


Imports recorded a very large 13.3% increase in 
real terms in 1988. The strength was associated with 
Canada’s machinery and equipment investment boom 
and the continuing strength in consumer spending. It 
occurred as import prices dropped 3.2%, measured by 
the implicit price index for imports of goods and 
services. The quarterly pattern included large 
increases in imports in the first two quarters, a decline 
in the third quarter and a strong rebound in the fourth 
quarter. Imports of services were up sharply due to 
increased travelling by Canadians abroad. 


Net exports of goods and services declined from 
$3.9 billion in 1987 to $2.8 billion in 1988 (in current 
dollars). Partly as a result of this drop, the total 
balance of payments deficit on current account was 
$11.3 billion in 1988, up from $10.6 billion in 1987. 
Currency movements continued to be a major element 
in the overall trade picture. The Canadian dollar 
depreciated further vis-a-vis the British pound and the 
Japanese yen, while appreciating 7.7% vis-a-vis the 
United States dollar. It appreciated against several 
European currencies in 1988 following three years of 
steady depreciation. 


Price Indexes 


The rate of inflation in 1988 as measured by the 
GDP implicit price index was 4.2%, almost the same 
as the 4.3% rate recorded in 1987. Weight shifts 
within the index held down its overall rate of increase. 
The chain price indexes, which provide a better 
measure of pure price change, indicate an inflation rate 
of 48%. The highest rates of price increase were 
recorded in the residential and non-residential 
construction indexes. The chain indexes for personal 
expenditure and government expenditure rose more 
moderately, by slightly under 4%. Prices for 
machinery and equipment declined in 1988, reflecting 
the continuing appreciation of the Canadian dollar 
compared to the United States dollar. The chain 
indexes indicate a substantial improvement in the 
overall terms of trade in 1988, since import prices fell 
and export prices increased.

Indices de prix

Components of Income 


Labour income rose 8.1% in 1988 as employment 
grew 3.4% (using the Labour Force Survey paid 
workers indicator) and average compensation per 
employee rose an estimated 4.6%. Wages and salaries 
grew strongly in the first half of the year but moderated 
in the summer months, partly because of strike activity. 
The rate of increase picked up again in the fourth 
quarter. Real output per employee grew 1.1%, 
implying an increase in unit labour costs of 3.4%. 
Personal income rose 8.0% in the year. Higher 
income taxes restrained the growth in personal 
disposable income to 6.8%. 


Corporate profits before taxes rose $7.3 billion or 
12.7% in 1988. It was the second consecutive year 
with a strong advance. As in 1987, gains were broadly 
based and reflected strong domestic and foreign 
demand and improved operating margins. Interest and 
miscellaneous investment income also increased 
significantly in 1988. 


The accrued net income of farm operators from 
farm production declined 0.8% in 1988 after substantial 
increases in the previous four years. The drop was 
caused by the severe drought and would have been 
larger had it not been for large subsidies paid during 
the year. Non-farm unincorporated business income 
increased 4.7% as net rental income decreased 0.8% 
and other unincorporated business income grew 8.2%. 


The total government sector deficit on a national 
accounts basis declined from $25.1 billion in 1987 to 
$18.3 billion in 1988. The provincial government 
sector deficit declined by $4.4 billion and the federal 
government deficit dropped by $3.0 billion. Total 
expenditures rose 7.2% while total revenues grew 
11.0%2.

Agregats des revenus 


Le revenu du travail augmente de 8.1% en 1988, en 
raison d’une croissance de l’emploi de 3.4% (d’apres le 
nombre de travailleurs remunéres recensés par |’enquéte sur 
la population active) et d’une hausse estimative de 4.6% de la 
remunération moyenne par personne occupée. La croissance 
des salaires et traitements a été forte au premier semestre de 
l'année puis s’est ralentie pendant l’éte, en partie a cause de 
gréves. Le taux d’augmentation se redresse a nouveau au 
quatrieme trimestre. La production réelle par personne 
occupée augmente de 1.1%, ce qui implique une hausse des 
couts unitaires de main-d’oeuvre de 3.4%. Le revenu 
personnel progresse de 8.0% au cours de l'année. 
L’augmentation des impots sur le revenu vient limiter la 
croissance du revenu personnel disponible a 6.8%. 


Les bénéfices des socieétes avant impdts augmentent de 
$7.3 milliards ou de 12.7% en 1988, ce qui constitue la 
deuxieme année consécutive de forte croissance. Comme en 
1987, les hausses sont générales et s’expliquent par la 
vigueur de la demande intérieure aussi bien qu’étrangere et 
l'amélioration des marges d’exploitation. Les interets et 
revenus divers de placements augmentent aussi de maniere 
appreciable en 1988. 


Le revenu comptable net des exploitants agricoles au titre 
de la production agricole fléchit de 0.8% en 1988, apres avoir 
considérablement augmenté au cours des quatre annees 
préecédentes. Cette diminution s’explique par la grave 
secheresse et aurait ete plus forte s'il n'y avait pas eu 
d’importantes subventions versées au cours de l'année. Le 
revenu des entreprises individuelles non agricoles est en 
hausse de 4.7% alors que le revenu net de loyers diminue de 
0.8% et le revenu des autres entreprises individuelles s’accroit 
de 8.2%. 


Le déficit de l'ensemble du secteur des administrations 
sur la base des comptes nationaux passe de $25.1 milliards 
en 1987 a $18.3 milliards en 1988. Le deficit du secteur des 
administrations provinciales baisse de $4.4 milliards, et celul 
de l’administration féedérale, de $3.0 milliards. Le total des 
dépenses augmente de 7.2%, et celui des recettes, de 
11.0%2.

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Summary of Economic 
Developments in The Fourth 
Quarter 1988 


In the final quarter of 1988 gross domestic product 
at market prices rose 2.1% to a level of $617 billion, 
seasonally adjusted at annual rates. Real GDP 
increased 0.6% and the GDP implicit price index rose 
1.5% (see Chart 4).

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Final domestic demand continued to grow robustly 
in the quarter, by 1.4% in real terms. Machinery and 
equipment investment, residential investment and 
personal expenditure led the advance. Business non- 
residential construction investment and _ total 
government expenditure grew less rapidly. A 
substantial positive swing in the rate of inventory 
accumulation also contributed to growth. Net exports 
dropped sharply as real exports decreased 0.8% and a 
large inflow of merchandise imports was recorded.

Consumer spending increased 2.6% in current 
dollars, reflecting 1.0% price inflation and a 
consumption volume increase of 1.5%. Personal 
disposable income grew 2.5%, implying essentially no 
change in the personal saving rate. In the fourth 
quarter of 1988 consumer spending (in current dollars) 
was 7.8% higher than in the fourth quarter of 1987 (see 
Chart 5). Over the same period, personal income rose 
8.6%, direct taxes on persons increased 9.4% and 
personal disposable income grew 8.4%. Consumer 
spending rose significantly on clothing, food and non- 
alcoholic beverages, air transportation expenses, 
restaurant and hotel services, recreational services and 
travel abroad. There was a decrease in motor vehicle 
purchases. 


All major components of residential investment 
advanced in the fourth quarter. New construction 
increased 1.7%. Transfer costs rose 4.3% in volume 
terms as the resale market for homes in Central 
Canada continued to be very active. Spending for 
alterations and improvements was also strong in the 
quarter. Non-residential construction outlays increased 
only slightly, after six consecutive quarters with large 
increases. A large decline occurred in oil and gas 
exploration and development drilling in response to 
reductions in incentive programs and lower world oil 
prices. Excluding this component, non-residential 
construction continued to grow at approximately the 
same rate as in the previous quarter. Business capital 
spending on machinery and equipment rose 2.5%, 
continuing the surge that has been underway for the 
past four and a half years. 


Business non-farm inventories accumulated at a 
more rapid rate than in the third quarter. The 
manufacturing and wholesale trade industries had the 
largest relative changes. In manufacturing a large 
buildup of raw materials inventories coincided with a 
3.1% increase in the backlog of unfilled orders; 
finished goods stocks were drawn down. At the 
wholesale level the inventory buildup was related to the 
increase in machinery and equipment imports. 
Inventories owned by natural gas utilities also rose, 
partly due to a drop-off in exports following nine 
consecutive quarterly gains. Retail inventories and gold 
stocks declined. 


Net exports of goods and services fell $5.4 billion 
(in current dollars, seasonally adjusted at annual rates) 
in the quarter. The volume of exports decreased 0.8% 
and imports rose 3.6%. Passenger car shipments, 
crude petroleum, wheat and metals accounted for most 
of the drop in merchandise exports. In the case of 
merchandise imports, major increases were recorded 
in machinery and equipment, energy products and 
automotive products. 


On an industry basis, three-quarters of the 
increase in GDP originated among services-producing 
industries, which advanced 0.9%. Output in the goods- 
producing industries increased 0.5%. Industries

Les 
commissions immobiliéres s’accroissent de 4.3% en volume 
en raison d'un marché de la revente toujours tres actif au 
centre du pays. Les dépenses au titre des modifications et 
améliorations sont également fortes au cours du trimestre. Les 
dépenses en construction non résidentielle n’'augmentent que 
legérement apres six trimestres consecutifs de fortes hausses. 
On observe une importante diminution dans les forages a des 
fins d’exploration et de mise en valeur dans lindustrie du 
pétrole et du gaz naturel en raison des coupures apportees 
aux progammes d’incitation et de la baisse des prix mondiaux 
du pétrole.

Dans la fabrication, une forte 
augmentation des stocks de matieres brutes coincide avec 
une hausse de 3.1% des commandes en carnet; on observe 
une décumulation des stocks de produits finis. Au niveau du 
commerce de gros, l’accumulation des stocks s’explique par 
l’accroissement des importations de machines et de materiel. 
Les stocks détenus par les réseaux de distribution de gaz 
naturel sont également a la hausse, en partie a cause d'une 
chute des exportations apres neuf trimestres conseécutifs de 
croissance. Les stocks d’or et de biens au detail diminuent. 


Les exportations nettes de biens et services se replient de 
$5.4 milliards, en dollars courants et apres desaisonnalisation 
au taux annuel. Les exportations diminuent de 0.8% en 
volume alors que les importations progressent de 3.6%. Le 
recul des exportations de marchandises est surtout attribuable 
a la baisse des ventes de voitures, de pétrole brut, de ble et 
de metaux. En ce qui touche les importations de 
marchandises, on releve de fortes augmentations dans le cas 
des machines et du matériel, des produits energetiques et des 
produits automobiles. 


Par branche d’activite, les trois quarts de |’augmentation 
du PIB proviennent des branches des services, qul 
progressent de 0.9%.

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recording significant growth during the quarter included 
finance, insurance and real estate services (due to the 
strong resale housing market) and construction, both 
residential and non-residential. Other growth industries 
included community, business and personal services, 
communications and retail trade. Mining recorded an 
output decline, due mainly to decreased oil and gas 
exploration activity. 


The chain price index for GDP (excluding 
inventories) rose 1.2% in the quarter, down slightly 
from 1.3% in the third quarter. The index component 
for final domestic demand grew 1.1% while the exports 
and imports components rose 0.9% and 0.8% 
respectively. 


On the income side of the accounts, labour income 
grew more rapidly than in the third quarter, as 
employment growth picked up. The third quarter level 
had also been depressed by strike activity. 
Corporation profits before taxes declined slightly in the 
fourth quarter. Interest and miscellaneous investment 
income rose 9.2%, partly because of increased deposit 
interest paid to persons and higher government 
investment income. The accrued net income of farm 
operators from farm production fell substantially in the 
quarter, reflecting a large drop in grain exports. 


Total government sector spending rose 1.2% in 
the quarter. Much of the growth was accounted for by 
increased spending on goods and services at the 
provincial and local government levels. Total 
government sector revenue increased 2.2% with direct 
taxes on persons, indirect taxes and investment 
income each accounting for substantial parts of. the 
increase. The total government sector deficit, on a 
national accounts basis, fell from $18.7 billion in the 
third quarter to $16.4 billion in the fourth. The 
provincial government sector accounted for most of the 
decline.

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A Technical Note on Laspeyres, 
Paasche and Chain Price Indexes 
in the Income and Expenditure 
Accounts 


1. Introduction 


The Canadian Income and Expenditure 
accounts now provide three alternative measures of 
aggregate price change: 


®@ the implicit price indexes or IPIs (also known 
as the Paasche, or current-period-weighted 
indexes); 


@ the fixed-weighted price indexes or FWls 
(also known as the Laspeyres indexes); and 


@ the chain price indexes or CHls. 


The IPIls have been available since the Income 
and Expenditure Accounts were first published in the 
early 1950s. They cover the period from 1926 
forward. The FWls first became available when the 
accounts for the first quarter of 1977 were released. 
They cover the years 1971 to date. Lastly, the CHls 
were first published at the time of the release of the 
Income and Expenditure accounts for the first quarter 
of 1988. They cover the period 1981 to date. 


This paper provides a technical explanation of 
the three kinds of indexes, followed by a brief 
discussion of their recent movements. The paper 
explains and compares their formulas and considers 
their advantages and disadvantages. Each of the 
indexes is useful for some purposes but not others. To 
use them effectively their individual characteristics 
must be well understood. 


Px: Main Characteristics of the Indexes 
2.1 The Fixed-Weighted Price Indexes 


The individual price indexes used at the root of 
the national accounts deflation process are generally 
fixed-weighted indexes. This means they are derived 
by measuring the price of a "fixed basket of goods and 
services” over time, using the well-known Laspeyres 
formula:

L’article qui suit donne une explication technique de 
ces trois types d’indices puis présente une breve analyse de 
leurs récentes tendances; on y explique et compare leurs 
formules et on en expose les avantages et les inconvenients. 
Chacun des indices décrits offre une optique qui lui est propre 
et une compréhension de leurs caractéristiques individuelles 
est essentielle a leur utilisation a bon escient. 


2. Principales caractéristiques des indices

In this formula P,(t) represents the value of a 
fixed-weighted price index (with base period 0) for a 
group of commodities in period t, n represents the 
number of commodities in the group, and W,, 
represents the fixed weight (from the base period) 
applied to commodity | in period t. The fixed weight 
Wj; is the proportion of spending on commodity | out 
of all spending on the n commodities in the group, 
measured in the base period:

where Vj(0) represents the value of commodity | 
purchased in period 0, the base period, and n again 
represents the number of commodities in the group. 
Examples of indexes of this kind include the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI) and the Industry Product Price 
Indexes (IPPI). 


Fixed-weighted price indexes of the form [2] are 
used in the accounts to deflate expenditure values for 
particular commodity categories. For example, total 
personal expenditure on consumer goods is calculated 
as the sum of about 60 separately estimated 
commodity categories. Fixed-weighted price indexes 
are selected for each of these components. Many of 
these price indexes are components of the Consumer 
Price Index, but other data sources are also used. The 
various consumer expenditure series are then each 
deflated by their corresponding price indexes. These 
deflated series are known as the "constant price” or 
"real" consumer expenditure series. 


The fixed-weighted price indexes that are 
published with the Income and Expenditure Accounts 
are aggregations of these component fixed-weighted 
deflators:

where P,(t) is the national accounts fixed-weighted 
price index for a particular aggregate commodity 
group, Wj is the base year weight for commodity j (that 
is, the share of expenditure within the total commodity 
group that is devoted to commodity sub-group j) and 
P,((t) is the Laspeyres price index for commodity sub- 
group j. 


Returning to the consumer expenditure 
example, the aggregate fixed-weighted price index for 
total personal expenditure on goods is calculated as a 
weighted average of the price indexes used to deflate 
each of the roughly 60 commodity categories. The 
weights are the shares of consumer spending allocated 
to each of the commodity categories in the base year, 
which is presently 1981.

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Fixed-weighted indexes are sometimes referred 
to as measures of "pure price change". Since the 
commodity weights are fixed, the index varies only 
because of price movements. It is not influenced by 
"weight shifts", or compositional changes among the 
components from one time period to another. The 
index measures the total price of the particular 
combination of commodities purchased in the base 
year. It provides a good indication of the evolution of 
aggregate price movement over time for the economy 
as a whole, with individual price movements weighted 
according to the importance of the individual 
expenditures in the base year. 


Aggregated fixed-weighted indexes for the main 
expenditure components were introduced in the 
Income and Expenditure Accounts in recognition of the 
fact that the "implicit" indexes reflect the changing 
composition of the expenditure patterns over time as 
well as price movements.' Even with seasonal 
adjustment, the behaviour of the implicit indexes can 
be confusing to analysts interested in observing pure 
price change, especially during a period of rapid 
inflation such as occurred in the 1970s. 


The difficulty with a price index of the fixed- 
weighted type is that the particular combination of 
commodities purchased in the base year may not 
continue to be typical over time. In other words, the 
"weighting diagram” may tend to become outdated 
over time. In general, if individual price movements 
are broadly similar the distortion in fixed-weighted 
index movements will be much less than if price trends 
have been dissimilar. In the latter case, the base 
period weights become !ess representative over time, 
with the relative importance of individual commodities 
becoming under- or over-stated. 


As an example, consider the evolution of 
energy prices since 1981. These commodities are 
reflected in the fixed-weighted price indexes on the 
basis of their 1981 share of expenditures. In 1981 
expenditures on energy had a much greater share than 
they do now. The price index for imports of energy 
products stood at about 54 in 1988, relative to its value 
of 100 in 1981. This kind of shift, wnen other prices 
have been generally moving in the other direction, 
causes the overall price index to become less 
representative of the price changes currently being 
experienced in the economy. The aggregate price 
series displayed in the charts and discussed in Section 
3 below provide further illustrations of these 
phenomena. 


ee The implicit Price Indexes 


The implicit price indexes are produced as a 
by-product of the deflation process in the Income and 
Expenditure Accounts. The individual expenditure 
components of Gross Domestic Product in current

Méme apres désaisonnalisation, 
l’évolution des indices implicites peut étre difficile a saisir pour 
les analystes intéressés a observer la variation pure de prix, 
en particulier pendant une période d’inflation rapide comme 
celle des années 1970. 


L’indice de prix a pondération fixe presente une lacune 
en ce que la pondération des biens et services achetes au 
cours de la période de base peut ne plus étre représentative 
a mesure qu’on s’éloigne de cette période.

Le niveau de I'indice de prix des importations 
de produits énergétiques était d’environ 54 en 1988 par 
rapport a sa valeur de 100 en 1981.

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prices are, in general, divided by an appropriate fixed- 
weighted price index to derive the corresponding 
components in constant prices.2 The current and 
constant price expenditures are then aggregated for all 
components. The ratio of the current price aggregate 
to the constant price aggregate yields the implicit price 
index. 


In the earlier example it was noted that personal 
expenditure on consumer goods in current prices is 
calculated as the sum of about 60 separately estimated 
commodity components. The expenditure values for 
each of these components are deflated by a 
corresponding fixed-weighted price index. These 
deflated series are summed and the result is divided 
into the current price total of personal expenditure on 
goods. This ratio is known as the implicit price index 
for personal expenditure on goods. The formula for the 
IPI is therefore:

The implicit price indexes are also referred to 
as Paasche indexes or current-period weighted 
indexes. Somewhat analogously with equations [1], [2] 
and [3], the formula for a current-period weighted index 
iS:

Whereas the weights in the fixed-weighted formula are 
from the base period 0, as shown in [3], the weights in 
the current-weighted formula are from the current 
period t, as shown in [8]. It can be easily seen that the 
implicit price index formula P(t) is of this current- 
weighted type. 


The restatement of the current value series of 
the Income and Expenditure Accounts in constant 
prices imposes requirements on the index forms to be 
used in deflation, which are satisfied by the use of 
fixed-weighted quantity indexes and the derived 
current-weighted price indexes. The advantage of the 
combination of these two types of indexes in the

deflation process for the national accounts is that they 
satisfy the necessary requirements of factor 


reversibility and additive consistency. 


The factor reversibility property is desirable 
because of the fact that the primary objective of the 
decomposition of the value change is to obtain the 
"real" change in the aggregates. Therefore, the value 
change must be decomposed into a price component 
and a volume component without any remainder. 


In mathematical form, the factor reversibility 
test is expressed as follows:

In other words, the intertemporal movement of the 
product of the current-weighted price and fixed- 
weighted volume indexes is the same as that of the 
direct value series. 


Additive consistency refers to the requirement 
that the "result of the index formulae must be the same 
regardless of whether the index for the aggregate is 
calculated by applying the formula to all the individual 
data forming the aggregate, or whether it is first 
applied to two or more subgroups and the indexes thus 
obtained are subsequently aggregated using the same 
formula."3 If this requirement were not satisfied in the 
national accounts, then the real growth rate for the 
economy would depend on how its major components 
were aggregated, a quite unacceptable situation. 


These two requirements are met by the 
combination of fixed-weighted quantity indexes and 
Current-weighted price indexes that emerge in the 
deflation process of the Income and Expenditure 
Accounts.

Equation [11] depicts a volume index Q,(t) as the ratio 
of a commodity group value to the current-weighted 
price index corresponding to that commodity group.

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a revalued version of the commodity group, using the 
prices from the base period. Equation [12] can be 
interpreted as a fixed-weighted index of volume, where 
the fixed weights are the base period prices. 


While the current-weighted price index formula, 
as derived from the calculation of the ratio of current 
dollar to constant dollar aggregates, is appropriate in 
measuring price change from the base period 0 to any 
given (usually more current) period, it does not provide 
a reliable indicator of "pure price change" from one 
period to the next. As seen in equation [8], the weights 
in the Paasche price index formula change with each 
period t. Thus while some of the movement in the 
index between period t and period t+1 will be due to 
pure price change, some will also be due to changes in 
the weights Wp; between the two periods. 


23 The Chain Price Indexes 


Chain price indexes seek to strike a 
compromise between their fixed-weighted and current- 
weighted counterparts. The weights in a chain price 
index are much more current, relative to the fixed 
weights of a Laspeyres index. The latter become 
outdated as time goes by. Yet a chain price index also 
measures "pure price change" between adjacent 
periods, unlike a current-weighted index which reflects 
compositional changes as well as price changes. 


The mathematical definition for a chain index is 
as follows:

In other words, the chain index is obtained 
using a recursive formula. Successive values are 
equal to the previous value scaled up by the rate of 
increase in a "mini-fixed-weighted" price index using 
the previous period’s expenditure weights. It can 
easily be shown that:

In this formulation the chain price index is 
defined to use the previous period’s value weights. 
For quarterly data this would mean that the chain price 
index for quarter t would be derived using the value 
weights from quarter t-1. Alternative formulations are 
also possible. For example, a moving average of 
weights from more than one period could be used to 
derive the chain index movement.

2.3 Les indices de prix en chaine

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Two chain price index series are calculated in 
the Canadian Income and Expenditure Accounts. One 
is a quarterly reweighted and linked series and the 
other is an annually reweighted and linked series. 
These series have been constructed using the value 
weights and Laspeyres price indexes at the same root 
level within the accounts that are used to construct the 
fixed-weighted and implicit indexes. They are 
displayed in Table 23 of National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts, catalogue 13-001. The 
implicit (Paasche) price indexes are shown in Table 21 
and the fixed-weighted (Laspeyres) price indexes are 
shown in Table 22 of the same publication. 


Chain price indexes are valuable for analyzing 
price movements between adjacent periods, since they 
provide unambiguous measures of price change with 
up-to-date weights. Fixed-weighted indexes are more 
appropriate for longer term price comparisons and 
Current-weighted indexes are appropriate as derivatives 
of the deflation process. 


An important point about chain indexes is that 
while they measure "pure price change" very well for 
adjacent periods, they cannot be depended upon to do 
so for non-adjacent periods. The indexes are subject 
to problems of "drift". For example, suppose one 
begins with a particular price-quantity configuration in 
period t. Over the next several periods this 
configuration changes. The chain index evolves away 
from its original point. At a later point in time the 
Original price-quantity configuration might recur, but 
the chain price index would not in general return to its 
original level. It is this problem of drift that has 
discouraged the use of chain indexes on a more wide 
scale. 


The chain price index is not used as a deflator 
in the accounts, as it does not satisfy the factor 
reversibility and additive consistency requirements that 
were described earlier. Its use lies rather in the 
insights it can bring to the analysis of price change 
between adjacent periods and in particular, in the 
identification of the amount of the change in the 
implicit indexes that can be attributed to strict price 
change, as opposed to the amount attributable to 
compositional shifts. The role of these indexes is 
therefore as an adjunct for price analysis rather than 
for deflation. 


oF Comparison of the Price Index 
Movements 


In general the fixed-weighted price indexes will 
tend to rise faster than their current-weighted 
counterparts if prices and quantities shift in opposite 
directions between the base period and the current 
period. The current-weighted price indexes will tend to 
rise more quickly if prices and quantities shift in the 
same direction.4 Finally, the chain indexes will tend to 
lie between the fixed-weighted and implicit indexes,

Dans les comptes des revenus et dépenses du 
Canada, on calcule deux séries d’indices de prix en chaine. La 
premiére est pondérée et raccordée a chaque trimestre tandis 
que la seconde l’est a chaque année. Ces series sont 
construites dans les comptes a partir des poids des valeurs et 
des indices de prix Laspeyres au méme niveau de detail que 
pour les indices a ponderation fixe et les indices implicites. 
Ces series figurent au tableau 23 des Comptes nationaux 
des revenus et depenses, 13-001 au catalogue. Les indices 
de prix implicites (Paasche) figurent au tableau 21, et les 
indices de prix a pondeération fixe (Laspeyres), au tableau 22 
de la méme publication. 


Les indices’ de prix en chaine sont précieux pour 
l’'analyse du mouvement des prix entre periodes adjacentes 
puisqu ils offrent une mesure sans ambiguite de la variation 
des prix avec des poids courants. Les indices a ponderation 
fixe conviennent mieux aux comparaisons de prix a long 
terme, tandis que ceux a ponderation courante sont utiles en 
tant que dérives du processus de deflation. 


Il est important de souligner que si les indices en 
chaine mesurent tres bien la "variation pure de prix" pour des 
périodes adjacentes, on ne saurait s’y fier pour la mesure des 
variations de prix entre périodes non adjacentes. Ces indices 
sont sujets a un probleme de "“dérive". Supposons par 
exemple que l'on prenne une configuration prix-quantite 
donnée pour la période t. Au cours des périodes suivantes, 
cette configuration se modifie. L’indice en chaine s’ecarte de 
son point original. La configuration originale prix-quantité peut 
se présenter a nouveau ultérieurement mais l’indice de prix en 
chaine ne se retrouvera probablement pas a son niveau 
original. C’est ce probleme de dérive qui a restreint |’emploi 
des indices en chaine sur une plus grande échelle. 


L’indice de prix en chaine n’est pas utilisé comme 
dégonfleur dans les comptes parce qu’il ne répond pas aux 
criteres de réversibilité des facteurs et d’additivite décrits plus 
haut. Il permet plutdt de raffiner l’analyse de |’évolution des 
prix entre périodes adjacentes et, en particulier, a identifier 
dans quelle proportion la variation dans les indices implicites 
peut étre attribuée a des variations pures de prix ou a des 
changements de composition. Les indices en chaine servent 
donc de complement a l’analyse des prix plutot qu’a la 
deflation. 


3: Comparaison des mouvements des indices de 
prix 


En général, les indices a ponderation fixe auront 
tendance a augmenter plus rapidement que les indices a 
pondération courante lorsque prix et quantiteés vont en 
direction opposée entre la période de base et la période 
courante. Les indices de prix a ponderation courante auront 
tendance a augmenter plus rapidement lorsque prix et 
quantites évoluent dans le meme sens4. Enfin, les indices en 
Chaine auront tendance a se situer entre les indices a

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since their weights are current but they are of the 
fixed-weighted form. These points are illustrated in the 
accompanying charts. 


For example, the interplay of price movements 
and weight shifts can be observed in the fourth quarter 
of 1986 in the business investment category. The 
2.0% decline in the implicit price index for machinery 
and equipment reflects a shift in the weight on 
electronic office equipment, whose price index level 
was much lower by 1986 than the levels for other 
machinery and equipment products. There has been 
an ongoing sharp price decline for electronic office 
equipment since 1981, the base period. The fixed- 
weighted index rose 0.7% in the quarter, more than the 
0.4% increase in the chain index whose third quarter 
1986 weights were closer to the implicit index weights. 
The increase in the chain index identifies the amount of 
the change in the implicit index that was attributable to 
price. The portion of the implicit price index that is 
due to "non-price" factors can be identified residually 
by subtracting the chain index movement from the 
implicit index movement, -2.4% in this example 
(-2.0% - 0.4% = -2.4%). 


Aggregating the three components of business 
investment (residential construction, non-residential 
construction and machinery and equipment 
investment) results in a much lower increase in the 
implicit index (0.4%) than in the fixed-weighted index 
(1.2%), while the chain index increases by the greatest 
amount (1.3%). The chain index provides the best 
estimate of price change for the quarter, relative to the 
previous quarter. 


At the level of total Gross Domestic Product, 
much smaller quarterly differences are evident in the 
price movements measured by the three indexes. 
Nevertheless the usefulness of the chain index in 
identifying the amount of price change occurring each 
quarter is still readily apparent. In most of the quarters 
shown in the charts the chain index movement falls 
between the implicit and fixed-weighted indexes.

Néanmoins, |'utilite de l’indice en chaine pour mesurer 
l'‘ampleur de la variation de prix a chaque trimestre demeure 
évidente. Comme l'illustrent les graphiques, le mouvement de 
indice en chaine se situe entre celui de lindice implicite et 
celui de l’indice a pondeération fixe pour la plupart des 
trimestres.
